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ARCHITECTURE AT THE ROYAL ACADEMY 


NCE more the Summer Exhibition of the Royal 
Academy is with us. With it comes rather more 
than the usual measure of “‘ sensation’ from the 
daily Press, and those not content with the fame 

of the establishment, but seeking to give it also 
notoriety, have marshalled their forces. There are still 
certain poseurs, who profess to see nothing but obtuse 
conservatism and reaction in the administration of this 
ancient institution, and who profess to regard the 
honour of an appearance among the exhibitors as a 
trifling incident worthy of no personal satisfaction. 
But in spite of these, competition for a place remains 
keen, and the activities of the Selection Committee 
severe and discriminating. It is to be noted, however, 
that the number of exhibits is considerably fewer than 
in previous years, and we may be permitted to speculate 
upon the cause of this happening. It may arise out of 
one of several causes. The number of works submitted 
may have been less than normal, either from a loss of 
interest, or a scantiness of work, or at least of work of a 
type suitable for the occasion. Or the standard of 
selection may have been raised, either as a result of past 
experience or to relieve pressure upon wall space. 
Whatever the cause, the task of the Hanging Committee 
has been simplified, and adequate advantage taken of 
the relief to produce a grouping and arrangement of 
exhibits, decorative in itself and pleasant to the visitor. 
The successful hanging in the architectural gallery is, 
in fact, the first striking impression one receives, and of 
the few works approaching “ sky ” height, all are of a 
type that can be comfortably read from the floor. 

Some inside knowledge as to the reduced show would 
indicate whether our annual protest as to inadequate 
accommodation is again justified: but we do not 
hesitate once more to remark upon the singular lack of 
fitness in the fact that the premier art exhibition of the 
year should contain no more than 10 per cent. repre- 
senting the art which touches the people most nearly, 
and which many artists other than architects stil] regard 
as the greatest of all. When it is remembered also 
that of this small percentage one-sixth is concerned with 
stained glass and mosaic studies, the phenomenon 
becomes still more perplexing. 

The sparseness of models is unusual. A year or two ago 
it appeared that this useful and effective method of 
presenting a three dimension art was becoming popular. 
We welcomed the model maker, not only as a legitimate 
servant of a great art, but as a means of popularising 
the latter to the degree it deserves but has rarely 
attained. It is unfortunate, also, that of the three 
lonely exhibits in this section, only one attains the 
standard of quality and interest that justifies a place. 

This is no year of sensation in the architectural gallery. 
There is no outstanding example of work which draws 
the onlooker straight to one place on the walls as he 
enters. But the general level of attainment is high and 
sensible, if unostentatious. Probably, if these things 
could be measured in the scales, the average level of 
attainment would prove higher than any previous 
average. The Exhibition must, therefore, promote a 
certain degree of optimism, since it is the rank-and-file 
who carry the standard forward. 

We notice a number of works illustrated by the designers’ 


Own hands, a tendency we welcome, not because we con- 
fuse paper architecture with the real thing, but as an 
earnest that the professional draughtsman is not the 
key to the Exhibition. The continued appearance of 
a few well-known draughtsmen illustrating a number 
of works of various designers seems to indicate an 
appreciation of a descriptive and sensible manner of 
presentation rather than a regard for personalities. 
Nevertheless, this partial capture of the field does pro- 
vide a grumble for the critic anxious to think the worst 
of things, and an extension of the number of draughts- 
men represented would be a welcome sign. 

An indication of building activity in one direction is 
provided by an unusual number of blocks of flats 
appearing. About one in twelve designs represents this 
class of building, and, added to the usual high pro- 
portion of domestic buildings, this suggests that the 
post-War housing effort is by no means spent. At the 
same time, it must be confessed that a happy architec- 
tural solution of this distinctive problem does not 
appear yet to have been found. A strict logic suggests 
that an expression of a number of stories for identical 
user should find itself in repetition, and many designers 
have interpreted their ideas in this manner, with 
indifferent success and an undue emphasis upon 
horizontality. 


Domestic architecture is represented by an array of 
capable works which show that the English architect is 
still much at home—indeed, supreme—in this branch 
of architecture. The sprinkling of modernism is pro- 
bably in proportion to that found in the other galleries, 
and, like it, is indifferent propaganda -for the modernist. 
The comfortable type representing the average, points 
to the true fact that the home life of the Englishman has 
certain permanent elements over which the tide of 
fashion washes vainly in its ebb and flow. 


It might be thought that this modest but important 
branch of architecture is drifting its separate course 
apart from the residue, and that we must develop a 
separate set of standards with which to appraise other 
branches, But it appears to us rather that this efficient 
certainty in domestic work exerts an influence upon 
work of greater size and less individual character. 
Public buildings and premises of big businesses still 
appear in English manner, ignoring the superficial 
efficiency which the advanced school grasps so readily, 
The result is a general harmony in the gallery, which is 
not only pleasant to experience, but satisfying to those 
of us who have never wavered in our dislike of needless 
change, or our faith in old standards of taste which 
time has tested and proved. We feel that when 
momentary fads and fashions have spent themselves, 
many will return to our way of thinking, and be glad to 
find us faithful. 

Official architecture makes a brave and creditable 
show, though we are surprised to see even this con- 
servative section of the profession “ bitten” with 
Continental ideas. Whether one in thirteen of the 
architects of to-day holds an official position or not, isa 
point upon which we are not informed, but that is the 
proportion represented in this gallery. If this exagger- 
ates the facts in the outer world the false impression 
is to be regretted, and if it is that the private practitioner 
is too occupied to compete, the worldly fact may be 
gratifying, though it leaves an artistic gap unfilled. 

We deal in detail with the various works shown on 
another page, and we may here conclude merely with 
our opinion that this is a worthy show, and one from 
which much may be learned, in spite of, or possibly 
because of, the absence of the highly exciting element.

LARGE-SCALE models 


Models of buildings in Oxford will 
Oxford probably be made. A 
Buildings. Report on this subject is 


to be considered by the 
Oxford Preservation Trust at their 
meeting in the Hall of St. John’s 
College on May 31. The Trust works 
in cordial co-operation with the Society 
for the Protection of Ancient Buildings 
and with its Oxford Branch. The 
Society has made a careful survey of 
the domestic buildings in Oxford the 
architectural interest and romantic out- 
line of which entitle them to careful 
treatment or, in case of contemplated 
destruction, to consideration by the 
public authority as mmor monuments 
of historic interest. In the preparation 
of this list of old Oxford houses the 
Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings has been promised a financial 
contribution from the Oxford Preserva- 
tion Trust. The exhaustive list made 
for the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings has been prepared 
through the generous help of Mr. 
M. J. H. Nunney, and admirable draw- 
ings, to which increasing interest will 
attach, have been made of a large 
number of buildings by Mr. Hanslip 
Fletcher and Mr. Maresco Pearce. It 
is very desirable that large-scale models, 
accurately constructed and coloured 
like the models of seventeenth-century 
Paris, to which that municipality has 
devoted one room in the Musée 
Carnavalet, should be made of some of 
these buildings and courts, in order 
that in future the appearance of these 
interesting by-ways and of other ancient 
domestic buildings in Oxford may be 
vividly realised. Such models would be 
an attractive feature of the Oxford City 
Museum, the establishment of which is 
desirable and overdue. 
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THE eighth annual report 


Noise Of the Oxford Preservation 
in Trust contains the state. 
Oxford. ment that consideration 


has been given to the pro- 
posal that some of the Oxford streets 
should be paved with rubber with a 
view to lessening the noise which now 
incommodes students and business men 
alike. ‘‘ It is beyond doubt,” the Re. 
port states, ‘ that some of the ancient 
buildings which are among the chief 
glories of Oxford are in some streets, 
and at certain points in those streets, 
now exposed to slow disintegration 
. the remedy lies in the diversion of 
traffic by means of by-pass roads.” 
Rubber carpeting has been tried for 
some years now on a section of New 
Bridge-street, Blackfriars-bridge, E.C., 
and has been, we believe, quite success- 
ful. It has been shown, however, that 
the vibrations which are most harmful 
to buildings are of the torque variety, 
set up by the internal combustion 
engine and that these exercise their 
harmful effect independent of the type 
of roadway. By-passing would appear 
the only solution.

Motorists attention is being drawn 
and the to the serious loss of life 
Roads. and the number of cases 


of personal injury on the 
roads, and when good will between all 
users of the roads should be stimulated 
to lessen the evil, we cannot but think 
that objection must be taken to some 
of the observations made by the Chair 
man of the Ford Motor Company at 
the recent general meeting. In the 
first place he claimed that the revenues 
derived from motors are sufficient to 
“defray every penny spent on road 
construction and cleansing throughout 
the entire country.” He supports this 
contention by saying that since 1922 
motor vehicles have contributed in

Wooden Houses, Morayshire. 

The Morayshire County Council thas decided 
to undertake an experiment in the building of 
wooden houses in rural areas. The houses 
are to cost £190 each, and will consist of three- 
and four-apartment dwellings. This is less 
than half the average cost of erecting stone 
and lime buildings of similar size. <A pro- 
posal to include bathrooms, at an extra cost 
of £30 was turned down. The scheme is the 
first of its kind undertaken by a County 
Authority in Scotland, and when first brought 
forward some months ago it attracted the 
notice of the Scottish Department of Health, 
which asked to be supplied with full details 
as to the cost and method of construction. 


The New “‘ Berkeley’’ Restaurant. 

The restaurant of the Berkeley Hotel, W., 
together with its foyer and lounge, has been 
completely rebuilt and redecorated for 
London’s Silver Jubilee season. The decora- 
tive scheme is very good, both as regards 
colour and ingenuity of lighting. The archi- 
tects, Messrs. Stanley Hall, Easton and 
Robertson, have recognised that the decora- 
tion of a restaurant should be a setting for its 
guests. This does not mean that the decora- 
tion should be drab or sombre, but that it 
should afford a pleasing background for 
whatever coloured dresses its lady visitors 
may wear, and yet be bright and gay. The 
scheme of decoration may appear simple, but 
such simplicity is the result of considerable 
thought and effective visualisation of the 
desired effect. 


Private Repair Works and Property Values. 

The United Dominions Trust, Ltd., of 
Regis House, King William-street, E.C.4, in 
a communication, make the following com- 
ments :—‘‘ The debatable question of public 
works to increase employment is once again 
in the limelight. Vast schemes for creating 
employment with the taxpayers’ money are 
being canvassed. Yet whatever the value of 
public works may be there can be no doubt 
that a widespread further revival of private 
enterprise would do far more towards getting 
the wheels of industry turning than any 
public works scheme—and that without any 
expenditure of Government resources. The 
improvement of property touches practically 
every industry, because so many products are 
involved. Anyone making a survey in the 
district where he lives, in town or country 
village, for the purpose of discovering work 
which ought to be done on property, would 
be amazed to find just how much there is. 
He would begin to see buildings from a new 
point of view. The broken gutter-pipe which 
had hitherto passed his notice would thrust 
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itself forward. Walls which need painting 
or brickwork needing repointing would be- 
come obvious. Broken fences and garden 
gates and cottages falling into disrepair 
would cease to be picturesque and become an 
eyesore. 

‘“‘ In most cases these things are unnecessary 
and could be put right. It is only a matter 
of someone having enough courage to spend 
the necessary money or to commit himself 
to the amount of credit needed to see the job 
through. But just think for one moment 
what a difference it would make to the trade 
and industry of the country, how much 
stronger it would make us internally, how 
much more rapidly money would circulate, 
how much more work money would do in its 
circulation, how many more people would be 
employed. All kinds of capital goods, all 
kinds of property reconstruction, renovation, 
modernisation can be carried through on a 
credit basis, It is not necessary to pay the 
cash at once.”

Competition for House Designs, Glasgow. 

The Glasgow Corporation invite archite:ts 
in Scotland to submit plans for a four-apait- 
ment semi-detached cottage. Premiums of 
£100, £75, £50, and £25 are offered. Condi- 
tions from the General Manager, Kelvin Hail, 
Glasgow. Designs by June 14. 

From the conditions the following points 
emerge :—The site is assumed to be level, 
Assume a contract for 300 houses. Competi- 
tors are left free as to architectural style. 
Choice of materials is not restricted. Any 
material which will be approved by the local 
authorities may be used for external walls and 
internal partitions. The maximum cost shall 
not exceed £290 per house. The above cost is 
exclusive of land,. roads, sewers, services, 
fees and all outside ground owrk. The draw- 
ings shall be accompanied by a short report 
describing any novel features, construction, 
finish, and such information as cannot be 
clearly shown on the drawings. An estimate 
of the cost must also be sent, accompanied by 
the cube dimensions on which it is based, such 
cube to be taken from the bottom of the con- 
crete foundations (the depth of walls from 
top of ground-floor level is assumed to be a 
uniform depth of 2 ft. 6in. to under-side of 
concrete foundations) to halfway up the roof 
or 2ft. above flat roofs. Drawings shall be 
finished in black line only; the walls in sec- 
tion to be in black ink suitable for reproduc- 
tion; no shading to be used. The designs 
shall be illustrated by the following drawings, 
viz. ; (a) plan of each floor, (b) a longitudinal 
and cross-section, and (c) elevations of front, 
back and end. Competitors may submit not 
more than two designs. Accommodation to 
be provided : living-room, not less than 180 
superficial feet; smallest bedroom, not less 
than 110 superficial feet; kitchenette, not less 
than 90 superficial feet. The question of camp 
ceilings shall be left to the competitor, but 
no wall shall be less than 5ft. in height, 
measured from floor to plaster. A _ fully 
equipped bathroom shall be shown. The 
kitchenette shall contain tub and sink, gas or 
electric cooker, and gas or electric wash-boiler 
(10 gallons). Each house shall have two coal 
fires. The living-room may be shown with a 
back-to-back type or a sham interior with 
oven in canopy, and the large bedroom with 
a coal fire. Second bedroom, a gas fire. Third 
bedroom, an electric plug. The height of 
each floor must be not less than 8ft, 6 in. 
from floor to ceiling (finished size). 


Wembley Town Hall. 
Mr. Stanley Hamp, the assessor appointed 
by the Wembley Council to adjudicate on the 
100 town hall designs, has now been at work 
just over a fortnight.

ARCHITECTURE 
AT THE ROYAL ACADEMY-—|I 


Tue high proportion of ‘‘ housing’’ exhibits 
at the Academy, upon which we remark else- 
where, suggests a suitable division of the Ex- 
hibition into two parts, and we propose, there- 
fore, to deal with the remaining works in this 
issue, and to devote a further article next 
week to domestic architecture, including flats. 
There are, in fact, nearly 50 of these subjects 
out of a total of 162. Of the remainder, the 
ecclesiastical branch is well represented with 
16 churches and memorials, and 26 studies of 
stained glass and mosaic work as the inevit- 
able makeweight of only partial architectural 
interest. 

The most striking of the churches is Bride 
Church, by Mr. Oliver Hill, showing an im- 
pressive brick-and-stone design massed up to 
a low dome, almost cathedral-like in scale. 
This exhibit (No. 1,375) is well illustrated by 
Mr. J. D. M. Harvey in his characteristic 
style. No. 1,468, Church at Eastbourne, by 
Messrs. P. D, Stonham, Son and Fenning, 
and No. 1,492, John Keble Church, Mill Hill, 
by Messrs. Knapp-Fisher, Powell and Russell, 
are good examples of the rapidly developing 
brick tradition in modern church architecture. 
Another modern example is that ‘of St. 
Alban’s, Hull (No. 1,476), by Messrs. Milner 
and Craze, cleverly illustrated by Mr. 
Harvey. The tower lacks the necessary 
feeling in a design of some merit. One 
exhibit by an Academician, Mr. Walter 
Tapper (No. 1,475), capably illustrated by the 
late Charles Gascoyne, is a worthy Diploma 
work, Other interesting examples in this 
section are the proposed new church of St. 
James, Vancouver, by Mr. A, Gilbert Scott, 
illustrated a little inadequately by Mr. J. le 
Jeune (No. 1,471); proposed extensions to 
Blackburn Cathedral, by Mr. W. A. Forsyth 
(No. 1,477), capably illustrated by Mr. Farey ; 
and a quiet and sensible treatment for Ban- 
stead Methodist Cherch (No. 1,483), by Mr. 
H. R. Houchin, illustrated in black and white 
with creditable restraint by Mr. D. E. Har- 
rington. A new church at Barrow-in-Furness, 
by the Hon. John Seely and Mr. Paul Paget, is 
a less satisfactory example, illustrated by Mr. 
Laurence Wright (No. 1,481). The collection 
is graced by the design for altar and reredos 
to the Church of All Hallows, Southwark (No. 
1,487), by Mr. Martin Travers, in which the 
spiritual feeling is well expressed ; and also by 
a beautiful and faithful drawing of Como 
Cathedral, shown by Mr. Harold Greenwood 
(No. 1,405). The two memorials shown, No. 
1,500, in Persia, by Mr. J. M. Wilson, and 
No. 1,494, the Medmenham Ferry Monu- 
ment, by Sir Edwin Cooper, are both sincere 
works of quality. The latter is one of five 
drawings representing work by Sir Edwin 
Cooper, all of which, with the exception of 
Mr. Fred Taylor’s perspective for Gatton 
Hall, are of Sir Edwin’s own rendering. 


Civic and Street Architecture. 

Civic and street architecture are well repre- 
sented with nearly a score of examples. One 
of the most ambitious is the design for Tower 
Hill Improvement, shown by Messrs. Campbell 
Jones, Sons and Smithers—an attractive 
dream that may be nearer fulfilment than we 
imagine. Mr. Farey’s bird’s-eye perspective 
grasps the essentials in attractive style (No. 
1,379). 

No. 1,499, Offices for the Midland Em- 
ployers’ Mutual Insurance, Ltd., by Mr. S. N. 
Cooke, is a simple and unaffected stone design 
with much grace and feeling, well illustrated 
in fresh colour work by Mr. E. Hollman. Mr. 
P. D. Hepworth shines both as an architect 
and a draughtsman in his exhibit of New 
Council Offices, Wiltshire (No. 1.493), the 
drawing of which is particularly brilliant. Mr. 
Maurice Webb is also at his best in the King- 
ston Guildhall (No. 1,412), while Nos. 1.416, 
1.421, 1,445. by Messrs. James and Pierce, 
Elsom and Stone, and Burgess, Holden and 
Watson, respectively, are satisfactory ex- 
amples of municipal buildings adequately illus- 
trated. Mr. T. S. Tait introduces a note of 





the modern to a classic city in his Edinburgh 
design, and with his usual fluency, to which 
the draughtsmanship of Mr. Harvey does 
justice (No. 1,396). Duchy of Lancaster Office, 
well known as a dignified neighbour to Somer- 
set House, with which it contrasts without 
competition, is a worthy exhibit by Messrs. 
W. and E. Hunt (No. 1,404). 

Mr. Septimus Warwick’s design for the new 
Bayswater-road (No. 1,398) is less attractive 
than the severely utilitarian Flower Market, 
Spitalfields (No. 1,498), by Mr. Victor 
Wilkins, who treats his subject with admir- 
able restraint. 

Of the round dozen of official architecture 
exhibits, No. 1,371, New Sorting Office, Cam- 
bridge; No. 1,387, Bath Station Sorting Office ; 
No. 1,420, Brentwood P.O.; No. 1,423, Gipsy 
Hill Exchange; No. 1,482, Hatfield P.O. ; 
and No. 1,502, Haverfordwest P.O., are 
quiet examples in the style which we hope 
is now firmly established in the Department. 
We regret the extravagances of No. 1,451, 
Erith Telephone Exchange, and No. 1,457, 
Riverside Telephone Exchange, which flirt 
with the new fashion. In the provincial 
departments, Mr, C, G. Stillman has done 
good work with Chichester County Offices 
(No. 1,435), and Mr. A. L. Roberts shows his 
usual steady form in the Police Cottage, 
Weyhill, a work well illustrated by Mr. Eric 
Thompson (No. 1,392). 


Licensed Premises. 

A number of illustrations of licensed pre- 
mises show how far the architecture of such 
buildings has progressed beyond the “ gin- 
palace’ stage, and it is gratifying to note 
the sound architectural advice the brewers are 
following. No. 1,413, the ‘‘ New Star Hotel,”’ 
Turnford, by Messrs. Elliot and Archer, is 
an inviting example to which Mr. H. E. 
Coates, as draughtsman, pays distinctive and 
effective tribute. A good road house is illus- 
trated in the ‘‘ Myllet Arms,’’ Perivale, by 
Mr. E. B. Musman (No. 1,425), of which a 
drawing by Mr. Harvey suggests the right 
atmosphere. No. 1,364, the ‘‘ Evening Star,”’ 
Dorking, is a more unusual type, but with 
some fresh qualities. Messrs. Paxton Watson 
and Son are the designers and Mr. F. E. 
Green the draughtsman in rather heavy 
manner. Messrs. Curtis Green and Partners, 
in, association with Mr. W. H. Hamlyn, 
exhibit an imposing hotel at Leeds, No. 1,436, 
which is thoroughly architectural and 
satisfying. Mr. Arthur Blomfietd’s ‘‘ Round 
House ”’ public-house, at Becontree, is fresh 
in conception and nicely drawn by Mr. W. D. 
Worrall (No. 1,473). 

Scholastic and collegiate buildings account 
for eight exhibits. Of these, two libraries are 
in the first rank, that by Sir Edwin Cooper 
(No. 1,480) at St. Hilda’s, Oxford, having high 
qualities, followed closely by: No. 1,472, at 
Swansea University, by Mr. Verner O. Rees. 
The other exhibits in this section, perhaps 
excepting a happy Anglo-Eastern compromise 
in the University of Madras, by Messrs. Ed- 
wards, Reid and Booth (No. 1,478), are of 
less interest. Mr. de Soissons’s School at 
Bedford is rather minute in presentation (No. 
1,366), as is Messrs. W. G. Newton and 
Partners’ Observatory at Marlborough 
(No. 1,415). A study of a doorway to the 
Women’s College at Chengtu is a fluent de- 
sign by Mr. Arnold Silcock (No. 1,496). 

Hospitals are illustrated in eight more in- 
stances, if the Southern Railway Orphanage 
may be included under this head. Mr. S. G. 
Livock’s architecture in this example is broad 
and satisfying on traditional lines (No. 1,459). 
Mr. Farey’s drawing of this subject is par- 
ticularly effective. Mr. Marchment retains 
his form in his specialist work in Hendon 
Cottage Hospital, a pleasant sweep of build- 
ing, rendered in somewhat restless style by 
Mr. Pilkington (No. 1.376). A Hospital at 
Cairo, bv Messrs. Nicholas and Dixon-Spain 
(No. 1,438), is less satisfactory, the assembly 
of parts heing somewhat incongruous, while 
Messrs. Waterhouse and Ripley’s University 


‘D. F. Martin-Smith (No. 1,426). 
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College Hospital also lacks harmony, which a 
good monochrome rendering by Mr. A. L. 
Roberts does not disguise (No. 1,414). <A 
similar modern feeling is more happily 
achieved by Sir John Burnet, Tait and Lorne, 
in their German Hospital, London (No. 
1,370), in which horizontality is tastefully 
handled. The dark, strong colour work of Mr. 
Myerscough Walker well portrays this subject. 
Messrs. Adams, Holden and Pearson are also 
at home in this free treatment in the New 
Westminster Hospital Nurses’ Home. Mr. 
Harvey’s black and white of this subject is 
happy (No. 1,432). 

The remaining buildings which we propose 
to touch upon in this article are mainly com- 
mercial. Sir Edwin Cooper again illustrates 
the Riverside Cold Storage, Deptford (No. 
1,497), as a clean, direct treatment of a utili- 
tarian building. Another building of similar 
class, though differing essentially, is Mr. Hal- 
stead Best’s Milk Condensary, Milnthorpe 
(No. 1,572), in which brick masses are capably 
handled. No. 1,359, Bristol Gas Co. 
Showrooms, by Mr. Austen Hall, and No. 
1,574, Offices at Slough, by Mr. A. B. L. 
Roberts, are modern examples somewhat lack- 
ing in depth of quality. 

The Hall Studios, Hampstead (No. 1,456), 
by Mr. Lovett Gill, is, on the contrary, a 
very satisfying composition, illustrating what 
scope for design there is within the tradi- 
tional code. The New Offices at Tonkin, by 
Mr, F. A. Walker (No. 1,479), are attractive 
and doubtless suitable to their setting. The 
designer’s drawing is creditable. No. 1,391 
is a good exhibit, illustrating in elevation and 
section the British Institute for Adult 
Education, designed by Mr. Hubert Lidbetter, 
more traditional in treatment than is usual 
with this architect’s work, but maintaining 
his sense of proportion and bold handling. 
Mr. K. Warren’s rendering is excellent. 

In No. 1,433 Mr. Hepworth illustrates in 
very beautiful colour harmony Mr. Louis de 
Soissons’s ambitious scheme for the Cornish 
Riviera Club, which sits happily upon the 
foreshore. Mr. Gerald Warren has caught 
exactly the spirit of the sea in his Seaview 
Yacht Club, which is quite delightful, and 
well illustrated in a joyous sketch by Mr. 
F. E. Green (No. 1,361). Another yacht 
club, by Mr. Cyril H. Targett, suffers in com- 
parison, but is a direct and legitimate treat- 
ment (No. 1,365). . 

Shepherd’s Bush C.C. Pavilion is adequate, 
and is efficiently rendered in colour by Mr. 
Messrs. 
Grey and Jellicoe, the designers, are to be 
congratulated.

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PRESERVING RURAL ENGLAND 


THE annual general meeting of the Council 
for the Preservation of Rural England was 
held at 66, Portland-place, W., with Lord 
Crawford (President) in the chair. 

After Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, P.R.I.B.A., 

had welcomed the meeting on behalf of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
President, in a short review of the year, said 
public opinion against spoliation 
grew, the responsibility and work of the 
C.P.R.E. increased, and it seemed that 
shortly the work would be more than the 
(Council. with its energetic but limited staff, 
could manage. The C.P.R.E. represented 
many thousand persons, and it was becoming 
increasingly difficult to keep track of all 
the activities. If the Council was to con- 
tinue. it must ask friends to give increased 
financial There were twenty-five 
eountv branches, but their contributions to 
the central office were modest, for they had 
their own calls. The Carnegie Trustees had 
helped splendidly, but next year their con- 
tribution would, under their. rules, decrease. 
.It was, he felt, it should be so, 
and that they should say : “‘ W e have helped 
vou at the start; now you must help your- 
selves.” Therefore, added support became 
imperative. 
The President referred briefly to the com- 
petition that had been held for an a 
poster.* £40 had been made available Me 
prizeanoney, and the award was as ol- 
lows :—ist. Mr. E. S. Gillick; 2nd, Mr. 
James Mason: 3rd, Miss L. M. Fox. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, who spoke 
supporting the appeal, said that as a wi 
farer he was eager to preserve for himself 
and for his fellow-countrymen the delight 
and refreshment of the beauties of wae 
country. There had been a great deal of 
legislation on the subject, public opinion was 
alert, and there was the widest possible in- 
terest and concern, yet the evil seemed to 
go on unabated, and his perp.exity was to 
know why with so much legislation wer So 
much responsibility the incursion of ugliness 
into the beauty of the country commanned. 
The dreadful octopus of the town was stil 
sending out its tentacles into the country 
unrestrainedly, and still everywhere their 
eves were outraged by the most unsuitable 
buildings. In the past six years in Kent he 
had watched developments, and while he 
knew that there was all this legislation, day 
by day he saw new intrusions and new out- 
rages upon the beauty of the countryside. 
Therefore he was convinced that they were 
really only at the beginning of carrying 
through what ought to be a great and inspir- 
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ing crusade. 

The subject of ribbon development was be- 
fore them. It was an example of how not 
to do things. The Government had pro- 
claimed the absolute necessity Tor legislation 
to deal with ribbon development, and then 
occurred months of inexplicable delay that 
gave a period of hectic activity to the specu- 
lative builders to do their best, or their 
worst. before it was too late. He was thank- 
ful that at last the Government had 
announced its intention immediately of intro- 
ducing a Bill to deal with the evil. Those 
who like himself desired to preserve the 
beauty of the countryside were aware of the 
urgent need to build more homes to carry 
people into the country, but their plea was 
that that need should not be gratified only 
by long, dreary, monotonous lines of houses 
along the frontages of our country roads. 
Their plea was for planned grouping of 
building. It might be impossible now to re- 
produce old English villages, which, next to 
tihe cathedrals, were the most beautiful things 
in England. 

‘““TIn regard ‘to afforestation,’’ said the 
Archbishop, ‘while acknowledging the need 
for such schemes in this country, there is a 
danger lest new forestry plans as carried out 
shall endanger the natural, simple, spon- 
taneous, graceful form of the old woodlands. 
Care should be exercised in studying this 
matter, particularly in respect of hedges. I

have seen in parts of Scotland new forests 
that are so rigid and so geometrical that they 
entirely counteract the old free, irregular 
beauty of the hillside.’’ But to wind up, if 
it was true that a thing of beauty was a joy 
for ever, it was also true that a thing of 
ugliness was an eyesore for ever. That, con- 
cluded His Grace, was a thing not to be for- 
gotten. 

Mr. E. Guy Dawber, A.R.A. (Vice-Presi- 
dent), in presenting the annual report and 
accounts, said that the prestige of the 
C.P.R.E. had increased in every part of the 
country. He wished to pay a warm tribute 
of thanks to the Press for their support. 
He drew attention to the Council’s scheme 
for establishing Countryside Wardens, and, 
in welcoming the Primate’s statement regard- 
ing the Bill to check ribbon development, 
said that thanks were due to Sir Leslie Scott 
for the work he had done in preparing the 
Memorandum on the subject which had been 
put before the Government. He also paid 
tribute to the untiring work of the staff. 

Mr. S. P. B. Mais spoke supporting the 
adoption. The Archbishop’s perplexity in 
regard to the spread of the evil of bad 
development seemed to him to have no fewer 
than five possible solutions: (1) It was a 
psychological fact that we did not care any- 
thing about anything until we were about 
to lose it. (2) Eventually we got used to 
anything, e.f. the noise in the typical 
woollen mill in Yorkshire which, he said, the 
mill-hand was indifferent to and which was 
not one of their grounds for complaint. (3) 
The third reason had been very well put by 
the late C. E. Montague in his ‘‘ Dramatic 
Values.’’ Montague had said (he quoted 
from memory) : ‘‘ There never was a time in 
which vulgar opinion in the country was so 
strong as to-day or when vulgarity was so 
triumphant.”’ (4) People were generally un- 
aware of what the C.P.R.E. stood for or 
what it did. They even knew nothing about 
the National Trust; those that had heard of 
it often thought it was a public-house or a 
bank! If they could not remember what 
two letters stood for, what chance had a 
society with four? (5) His fifth, and last. 
reason was that in England we were afraid 
to name victims of spoliation. He suffered 
from no such shyness. He lived in Sussex 
and Sussex had done ignobly by itself. If 
Sussex said it was going to have a motor 
track on the Downs. it had it. and not even 
Parliament seemed able to stop it. And even 
on the ridge of the Downs miserable houses 
were put up. 

Mr. E. Holland Martin (Hon. Treasurer). 
proposing the appointment of officers and 
executive committee, made an appeal for 
further support. He referred to the fact 
that the lease of the present offices was up 
in September and that the Council had not 
been able un to the present to find suitable 
accommodation at a rent they could afford. 
Assistance in that direction would be much 
appreciated. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

We take the following points from the 
Annual Report :— 

The annual Week-end Conference, by 
arrangement with the Bonar Law College 
authorities at Ashridge Park, Herts, will 
take place from June 14 to June 17 this year. 
The following matters will be discussed at 
the respective sessions :—(1) Electricity in 
rural areas; (2) water supplies and the dis- 
posal of effiuent in rural areas; (3) adver- 
tisements and litter in rural areas; (4) build- 
ing in rural areas, with special reference to 
the appearance of buildings. 

Building Societies and the Control of 
Design.—The Manchester Civic Society re- 
port to the C.P.R.E. that they view with 
growing concern the developments in house 
building at the hands of speculative builders, 
and they ask whether the building societies 
who finance such house-building can be use 
fully approached with the object of securing 
improvement of design as a condition of 
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loans. . . . It is therefore suggested that 
building societies would only be protecting 
their own interests in a legitimate and 
prudent manner if they were to prescribe a 
certain minimum standard of excellence in 
design—external as well as internal—for 
houses built or purchased with their ass‘st- 
ance. It is suggested that this point of view 
might, with advantage, be communicated to 
the societies, despite the fact that theip 
business is purely financial. 

Membership.—There has been an increase 
of associate membership, and in addition the 
Council now has 42 constituent bodies, 130 
affiliated bodies, and 25 county branches and 
committees, all of them self-supporting. 

Government Departments, Local Authority 
andl Other Support.—The Council continues 
to receive the moral support and assistance 
of the Government departments and_ loca] 
authorities on an increasing scale. Its repre. 
sentatives have been called upon to give 
evidence at numerous official inquiries, and 
the Amenities Group of Members of Parlia- 
ment, which has been strengthened by a 
strong contingent from the House of Lords, 
has been in close consultation with it through- 
out the year. 

B.B.C. Broadcasts, ete.—An outstanding 
example of good will vouchsafed to the 
C.P.R.E. during 1933 was the series of 
broadcasts at the end of the year on the sub- 
ject of rural disfigurement, and the work 
of the C.P.R.E. . .. The result has been a 
heavy increase in inquiries, with the inevit. 
able increase in correspondence, and on 
occasions additional help has had to be called 
in. The peak was reached when our smal! 
staff was called upon to deal with the receipt 
and dispatch of over 3,500 letters in three 
days. 

Movable Dwellings andl Camping Grounds 
Bill.—No progress has been made with this 
Bill during the year under review, in so far 
that it has not been introduced. The pro- 
moters of the Bill, the Rural District Coun- 
cils Association, have caused to be prepared 
reports of the abuses sent to the Association 
by its constituents, and these have been for- 
warded to the Minister of Health. The 
C.P.R.E. Drafting Committee appointed to 
consider the provisions of the Bill met again 
on April 16 and considered very carefully the 
representations made on _ behalf of the 
Camping Club of Great Britain and Ireland. 
The Committee is definitely of the opinion 
that there is a case for control, and that in 
drafting the Bill procedure must be in 
general terms first, with the necessary 
exemptions to follow. They were of opinion 
that objections to the Bill as drafted could 
be met without sacrificing the general power 
of control. The measures to be adopted are 
still under consideration by the Ministry of 
Health and the various bodies concerned. 

Advisory Panels.—Mr. G. H. Jack, the 
Secretary of the Advisory Panels, has been 
working at high pressure throughout the year 
on the important task of revising and_re- 
modelling the Advisorv Panel system. for 
which the C.P.R.E., the R.I.B.A. and the 
[.0.B. are jointly responsible. The result 
has been the production of accepted proposals 
for an extension and reorganisation of the 
scheme initiated by the C.P.R.E. and 
R.1.B.A. in 1927. The success of this revised 
scheme will depend largely upon the energy 
and determination with which it is taken up 
by the Allied Societies of the R.I.B.A., who 
are primarily responsible for the local 
arrangements. Where County Branches of 
the C.P.R.E exist, the Societies are strongly 
recommended to seek their co-operation where 
this has not already been done. Meanwhile 
much valuable and important work has been 
accomplished by the existing Panels where 
they are operating. 

Education and Countryside Wardens.—The 
term Education would perhaps apply to 
almost the whole of the activities of the 
C.P.R.E. in some form or other, but the 
Council attaches a very special importance 
to the educational side of its work which 
affects school-children and young people 
generally. It is from these that our Mem- 
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bers of Parliament, County Councillors, 
Borough, Urban and Rural District Coun- 
cillors, etc., will come in the future, and as 
there is a tendency, with the break-up of the 
great estates, to vest the powers which the 
old benevolent despot type of landlord exer. 
cised in his own right in the local authorities 
through the medium of Acts of Parlia- 
ment, the safeguarding of the amenities of 
town and country become an increasingly 
important part of the training in citizenship. 
The C.P.R.E. endeavours, therefore, to reach 
the schools by every means in its power 


and is receiving very valuable assistance 


from the County Directors of Education and 
the teaching profession in this respect. 


CHARTERED SURVEYORS’ 


HOUSING IN EUROPE—PART II. 

THE first part of a paper on ‘‘ Working- 
class Housing in Europe,’’ read before this 
Institution by Mr. Holroyd F. Chambers, 
F.S.I., was given in our last issue. There 
now follows Part II, by Mr. Louis de 
Soissons, O.B.E., S.A.D.G., F.R.I.B.A. 

A great deal had been said, commenced the 
lecturer, about the quality of the lay-outs 
or site planning of housing schemes abroad. 
He was certain that his companions on this 
grand tour of housing would agree with him 
when he said that cottage schemes carried 
out abroad had derived practically all their 
quality of design from Great Britain, and 
that there were no examples which we could 
not see done as well or better here. That 
the flat schemes abroad in general gained 
by comparison with our own in architectural 
quality owing to their size and, in some cases, 
extravagance and not from any intrinsic 
quality of design and arrangement, was clear. 
Often the sheer size and monotony of a great 
number of flats in one scheme and the 
standardisation of type plan had produced 
almost forbidding architectural masses, while 
the ‘‘ features,’’ such as tower, swept sem1- 
circular ends and others, failed to give the 
quality desirable in a place of residence. 


Lay-out and Flat Schemes. 

An important. factor in the results obtained 
in the flat schemes was the respect for pro- 
perty which was strikingly shown by _ the 
condition of the buildings and the gardens. 
The courtyards and surrounding gardens 
were all designed on the open system. The 
omission of high fences and hedges with the 
inclusion of a number of window-boxes won- 
derfully filled with flowers were a constant 
source of delight to the eye. From a prac- 
tical point of view the lay-outs varied a good 
deal in the distance between buildings and 
spaces reserved for games and play. Dhuffer- 
ences of climate and intensity of light cer- 
tainly contributed to these variations in lay- 
out, but few really systematic organised 
playgrounds for children were found. These 
were best seen in Amsterdam, where the big 
playgrounds, with proper supervision, equip- 
ment and organised games, were admirable. 
Vienna, periaps, was the city where the lay- 
outs were least satisfying from the point of 
view of light and air. He referred, of course, 
to the purely flat schemes and not to the 
cottage or satellite village schemes. In Rome, 
where the children were very numerous, they 
were allowed to play in the open spaces be- 
tween the buildings with no special provision 
for organisation or apparatus. The noise was 
indescribable, and could be likened to that of 
some of our own schemes in London, where 
for this reason the children were chased away 
and played in the streets. 


Planning of Flats. 
An examination or comparison in detail of 
the types of cottages and flats abroad and in 
Great Britain was hardly possible in a few 
words. Their type depended on whether or 
not a bathroom was included; whether, as 
in the cold countries, the w.c. was put in the 
middle of the plan and ventilated only by a 
flue, and other considerations. Abroad, the 
leony approach from staircases spaced at 
fairly wide intervals was not much used. The 
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After careful and prolonged consultation 
with the many and varied organisations in- 
terested in the ownership, usage and safe- 
guarding of the amenities of the countryside, 
and having as a guide the experience gained 
from the experiments made in Derbyshire, 
the C.P.R.E. has prepared and launched a 
National Scheme of Countryside Wardens. 
The primary purpose of the scheme is to in- 
culcate in the public a proper sense of respon- 
sibility and courtesy, not only to the 
property owner, but to other users of the 
countryside, which will result in a greater 
enjoyment for all. 
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reason given was that it was felt that the 
staircase approach was more traditional and 
that there was no gain in cost, whereas there 
was a loss of light from the continuous bal- 
cony. That question of cost had surprised 
him, as he had had quantities taken out for 
a block with an identical number of flats of 
a certain size planned in the two methods. 
He had found that the balcony approach was 
cheaper and, of course, it had other advan- 
tages, 7.e., in the case of fire, for window 
cleaning maintenance, and for use as a sit- 
ting-out place. He was thinking in particular 
of some flats he had seen in North London, 
where older people made great use of these 
balconies and where a certain amount of gar- 
dening was done in window-boxes. Because 
the towns were generally cleaner, owing to 
the less frequent burning of soft coal for 
cooking and heating purposes, greater use 
was made abroad of balconies planned as a 
part of the flat. This, particularly in Ger- 
many, was a traditional feature and one 
which was being repeated in the modern 
housing schemes. Their use, apart from the 
obvious advantage for the small child, was 
a mixed blessing unless carefully regulated, 
as it was found in many cases that they were 
littered up with bedding or laundry which 
was aired at all times of the day, and that 
fancy trellis work was often added to im- 
prove the architect’s work. An interesting 
detail was that in practically all cases where 
the balconies were designed with an open 
iron railing the tenants had filled this up— 
in fact, made a solid balcony with canvas, 
wood or sheet-metal additions. 

Greater use was made of the type of flat 
in which the entrance hall was reduced to the 
minimum and in which the rooms opened off 
the central living-room. Where the heating 
was by a central system and the fireplace did 
not have to find room on a side wall and be 
the focal point of the room, this type of plan 
was interesting. The provision of storage 
for bicycles, fuel and wines in the half-base- 
ment and in the roof, which was usual in 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Germany, 
Austria, France, and North Italy, was an 
excellent arrangement well suited to the 
needs of the inhabitants of these countries. 


Construction. 

It was notable that in the working-class 
flats in the towns visited there were very 
few examples of what might be called special 
methods of construction, dependent on such 
things as standardisation of shuttering for 
reinforced concrete work or of standardised 
steel construction. This referred to the main 
constructional walls and not to the floors, 
staircases, windows, doors and sanitary fit- 
tings. In these full advantage was taken of 
the almost automatic standardisation which 
followed from the building of blocks com- 
prised of similar plan units such as were 
bound to be in working-class flats. In many 
towns visited abroad they found, with the 
notable exception of ‘Rome, that bricks, 
when available, were the common building 
material of the district, and that, though 
concrete had been experimented with, brick 
construction was preferred and usual. This 
form of construction appeared to be natural 
for cottages and for flats up to six stories 
high, and he had been informed by the hous- 
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ing directors of the various towns that it 
was preferred for this type of building owing 
to its superior qualities. Its qualities were 
stated to be in general its lower first cost, 
its value as an effective thermal material, 
and, in the countries where it was used with- 
out an exterior rendering, its lower main- 
tenance costs. In the Scandinavian coun- 
tries brick was often covered with an exterior 
rendering owing to the fact that the local 
brick could not resist the severe weather 
without this form of protection. It also 
enab:ed the architect to apply bright colours 
to the outside—a great relief where the brick 
was not of a good colour and long winter 
months were the rule. 

With the exception of Amsterdam, where 
wood floor construction was usual, and in 
Stockholm and Copenhagen, where it was 
common, the floor construction was in some 
form of reinforced concrete or steel filler 
joists and concrete. In general it might be 
said that reinforced concrete, either in solid 
or holiow form, was usual for floor construc- 
tion. Staircases, in general, with the excep- 
tion of Amsterdam and the Scandinavian 
countries, were of concrete, finished in a 
variety of ways as to the treatment of the 
treads and the design of thand-rails, floor 
landings and wall surfacing. Nothing of 
special note was found with the exception of 
a dado of a polished pressed pebble dash 
used in France and Germany. In Germany 
a few examples of working-class flats were 
found with linoleum floor coverings. This 
form of covering was much more common for 
flats for middle-class occupation. Otherwise 
the floors were covered with wood in the 
living-rooms and bedrooms, with terrazzo or 
tiles in the kitchens, bathrooms, w.c.s and 
halls. The exception to this was Italy, 
where the floors of all the rooms were of some 
form of terrazzo. 

As would be seen, the methods of construc- 
tion and finish used were those normally 
found in Great Britain, and were all well- 
tried methods or materials which we were 
accustomed to use owing to their suitability 
of purpose as applied to this special prob- 
lem. Serious efforts had been made every- 
where to standardise the units in use on a 
given scheme, and in Sweden and Germany 
there was evidence of standardisation on a 
sti:l wider basis. 


Equipment. 

The highest standard of quality, finish 
and number of facilities offered a tenant were 
found in Stockholm and Paris, and the lowest 
in Rome. This was, of course, partly a ques- 
tion of standard of living and partly a ques- 
tion of cost. The demand for dwellings in as 
short a time as possible and the low rate of 
wages in Rome had produced this result. It 
should be noted that in Paris they had found 
not only some of the most highly finished 
flats, but also that in these the design of 
all details from door furniture and water 
taps to the complete standardised kitchen, 
wash-room, bath and w.c. units in three 
small rooms, was superior to anything seen 
elsewhere. This was due to the architects 
having usually from 600 to 1,200 flats to build 
in one group, and to their skill and taste, 
coupled with the possibility of placing orders 
in quantities far greater than those ordered 
by architects in Great Britain. It was in this 
form of standardisation that so much still 
remained to be done. Heating was carried 
out in a variety of ways, from its practically 
complete non-existence in Rome, where the 
winter months were short, to the central hot- 
water systems which were used in some cases 
in Sweden, Germany and France. In 
Holland the stoves used for heating were sup- 
plied by the tenants, and in Denmark, where 
heating was also by stoves, these were fitted 
in the flats. The open fire as we knew it 
was practically never used. Cooking was 
usually done by gas and, in rare cases, by 
coal-fired ranges. Hot water for domestic 
purposes was sometimes available from a cen- 
tral source, and though this supply and that 
of heating from a central plant was recog- 
nised as a practical possibility, it should be 
noted that the consequent addition to the 








rent was regarded in a certain class of 
schemes as a disadvantage, owing to the im- 
possibility of economy by tenants in periods 
of unemployment. The proportion of cot- 
tages or flats fitted with baths was very small, 
and these were supplied either in local bath- 
ing establishments or in small groups in the 
half-basement of the blocks of flats. In 
some cases bathing establishments were built 
as a part of a housing scheme, and in those 
cases they often served the population of the 
old houses in the locality. Showers were 
often fitted to flats in a wash-room where 
the laundry was done as in Paris, or in 
the w.c. as in Denmark and France. The 
washing of clothing was usually done in 
local laundry establishments or in the half- 
basements of blocks of flats. In Paris 
the system approximated to our own. ‘The 
washing was done in the flat, and the clothes 
were sometimes dried in the drying rooms. 


Town Planning. 

The towns visited varied in size, from 
Stockholm, with its population of 520,000, 
to Berlin, with its population of 4,000,000. 
The number of cottages and flats built during 
the last twelve years or so in these towns was 
very considerable, and it was interesting to 
note that, with the exception of Paris, in

Visits and 
excursions in Rome and to the new centres 
of Littoria and Sabaudia and other Italian 
towns will, be organised. Members will be 
afforded special reductions in fares for both 
railway and sea travel to Rome and visits to 
other Italian towns. 

The following subjects will be discussed at 
the Congress :— . 

1. Design and production of new materials 
and results obtained from their use. 
2. Public buildings and town planning, com- 
prising buildings, bridges, roads, stations, etc. 
3. Report on the means which architects can 
employ to bring home to State Administra- 
tions and the public the advantages of employ- 
ing their direct services. 4. The standardisa- 
tion of apartment houses. 5. Underground 
construction, circulation and __ protection. 
6. The protection of plans and right of archi- 
tects to supervise their construction. 
7. Architectural competitions and construc- 
tions of public character. 

Further particulars will be issued later.

ARCHITECTS. 


Annual General Meeting. 

Mr. Victor Bain presided at the annual 
general meeting of this Society, held at its 
Leeds headquarters on April 25, when the 
council’s report for the past session, read by 
the joint hon. secretary, Mr. Norval Paxton, 
and the balance sheet prepared by Mr. Douglas 
Bowman, who is retiring from the post of 
hon. treasurer, were adopted by the meeting. 

The following were elected officers for the 
session 1935-6 :—President (second year), Mr. 
Victor Bain; vice-presidents, Alderman Wm. 
Tlingworth (Bradford) and Mr. R. A. Easdale 
(Castleford); joint hon. secretaries, Messrs. 
Norval Paxton and Harold Conolly; hon. 
treasurer, Mr. F. L. Charlton. 

Amongst those who paid tribute to the ser- 
vices rendered by the President, officers, and 
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all the other cities they were told by the 
officials in charge of the town planning and 
the housing— 

That it was their considered opinion that 
the cottage or separate dwelling in its own 
parce. of land was the ideal towards which 
they would strive. 

That it was obviously 
achieve this ideal for the whole of the 
population, and that flats, which were a 
necessity, should be designed for the 
smallest number of the popu.atzon possible. 

That town planning should tend to help 
in the provision of the ideal form of dwei- 
ing, and that the solution lay in rational 
decentralisation where possible. 

It was obvious that the solution lay in a 
measure of both systems of housing and that 
it could not lie wholly in either one or the 
other. This must vary in ratio with the size 
of the town and the nature of its industry, 
and also with the possibility of growth of the 
town by the expansion and multiplication of 
its industries. This must call for rational 
decentralisation, the complete use of our 
modern transport facilities, and the conse- 
quent planning on a national scale in order 
to avoid the chaotic condition in which the 
great cities of the world now found them- 
selves. 
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council were Sir William Milner, Bart., Mr. 
T. Butler Wilson, Mr. Norman Culley, and 
Mr. C. B. Howdill. 

The report of the Council states that the 
notable features of the 59th session have been 
the continuing expansion of the membership 
and the strengthening interest of the provincial 
members, which has culminated in the estab- 
lishment of three branches, with a further 
two in process of formation. The membership 
of the Society at the close of the 58th session 
stood at 435; at the close of the 59th session it 
was 492, a net increase of 57 members. 

OrricIAL ARCHITECTS AND PRivATE PRAcTICE. 
—On this subject the report states that the 
council are continuing their efforts in this 
connection, and are gratified to report that 
the letter sent out to the various authorities 
are having effect. During the past session 
twelve public authorities have been written 
to and given the council’s views with regard 
to ‘“‘plan drawing by  officials.”” ‘‘ The 
majority of replies show that public authori- 
ties are awakening to the fact that this is 
definitely an abuse of the position occupied 
by full-time officials, and state that they will 
lend their aid to prevent such occurrences.”’ 

Arcuitects’ Recistration Act. — The 
council report on this subject that practically 
every member of the Society who has the 
necessary qualifications has registered under 
this Act. There is a feeling that certain 
names appear in the Register where the quali- 
fications are not those of a bona fide archi- 
tect, and it is hoped that in time the Register 
will be purged of such names. 

UNEMPLOYMENT.—The council are gratified 
to report that unemployment in the province 
is practically unknown. Many applications 
have been received from architects for assis- 
tants when there have been no names on the 
Register of assistants desiring appointments. 

From the many subjects touched upon in 
the report it is apparent that the Society is 
doing excellent work for the advancement of 
architecture. 


LEICESTER AND LEICESTERSHIRE 
SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS. 
Annual General Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the Leicester and 
Leicestershire Society of Architects was held 
at ‘the Church Rooms, 5, St. Martin’s East, 
Leicester, on Tuesday, April 16, and a year 
of successful activity was reported by the 
Society’s council and its committees.

Merchant Taylors’ School in Middlesex, and 
new science buildings for Marlborough 
College, of which he was the architect.

A Head Office Building, Baker-street, W. 

This building, while an independent struc- 
ture, is in fact an extension of the present 
jarge office block occupied by Messrs. Marks 
and Spencer, in Baker-street—that is to say, 
the floor levels of both are the same, roviding 
intercommunication, and both buildings will 
be administered as a single unit, although the 
new building is planned more particularly to 
house the executive. The problem confronting 
Mr. Robert Lutyens in designing the eleva- 
tio is not an uncommon one in modern 
practice. A decision had to be made between 
the merits of merely extending the existing 
building, which is a complete design, or of 
conceiving the new building in entirely dif- 
ferent terms, merely permitting the more 
salient horizontal members to line through. 
The latter alternative was adopted. The 
building is faced with Portland stone. The 
window openings are glazed with metal case- 
ments, and ornamental metal grilles protect 
the lower portion of the ground floor windows. 
The architects are Messrs. W. A. Lewis and 
Partners, A.R.I.B.A., with Mr, Robert 
Lutyens, F.I.A.A. 


Middleton Park. a 

This house is not yet built, but it is pro- 
posed to use local stone. Our view shows 
the north front. Sir Edwin L. Lutyens, R.A., 
and Son are the architects. 


Proposed Government Buildings, Edinburgh. 

The new Government buildings are to be 
erected on the Calton Hill site, originally 
occupied by the Old Jail buildings, now 
demolished. ‘The facade of the building will 
be faced with natural stone. The south con- 
necting wing has been made low in height to 
allow the sun’s rays from the south to 
penetrate the central courtyard for lighting 
the rooms on the lower floors. This treatment 
not only provides the necessary light to the 
rooms, but is an essential feature of the archi- 
tectural composition. The roof will be of low 
pitch and covered with copper to present a 
clean roof line when viewed from the top of 
the Calton Hill. The flat roofs used as ter- 
races will be finished with asphalt and squared 
paving. 

Advantage has been taken of the present 
levels of the site to allow of the service 
entrance being planned from the east side to 
give admittance to the lower ground level and 
to the boiler-house and engineering services 
which occupy the basement of the central 
building. 

The car parking space is entered from the 
west end of Regent roadway and is at street 
level. The lower ground floor houses the cen- 
tral boiler-house and contains the storage 
necessary for the departments accommodated 
on the upper floors. At this level is also 
placed the service court so that vans, lorries 
and tradesmen’s carts may have easy access 
for goods well out of sight and not form an 
obstruction to road traffic. The conference- 
rooms are placed on the third floor in a 
position central for all departments. The 
department for the Secretary of State is 
placed on the fourth floor, with the private 
rooms facing south, commanding a fine view 
of the Old City and Arthur’s Seat. On the 
top floor is placed the refreshment-room for 
the staff. 


The plans, provide approximately 140.000 
super feet of accommodation, as required by 
His Maiesty’s Office of Works, and are so 
contrived that the accommodation may be 
easily rearranged at a later date to suit 
administrative convenience, The main 
entrance is placed centrally, and_ will give 
access to the lifts serving the upper floors. 
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Three passenger lifts are provided in brick 
shafts and are arranged so that access to any 
particular department can be reached direct 
without having to cross one department in 
order to reach another. Secondary entrances 
are provided at both ends of the building. 

Accommodation 1s provided for the follow- 
ing departments :—Scottish Office, Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland, Department of 
Agriculture for Scotland, Fishery Board for 
Scotland, Scottish Education Department, 
General Board of Control for Scotland. It is 
estimated that the cost of the building will 
be approximately £425,000. 

Mr. Thos. 8S. Tait, F.R.I.B.A. (of Sir John 
Burnet, Tait and Lorne), is the architect. 


Gatton Park, Surrey. 

The drawings illustrating Gatton Park, 
Surrey, the seat of Sir Jeremiah Colman, 
Bart., show the reconstruction as designed by 
Sir Edwin Cooper, A.R.A. The old house, 
embodying the marble hall, which was a 
copy of the Corsini Chapel in the Basilica of 
St. John Lateran, Rome, and contained fine 
examples of rare coloured marbles, was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire. In rebuilding, the 
old foundations were retained so far as they 
could be utilised for the replanning of the 
house, and much old material that had not 
been affected by the fire was reused. We 
hope later to illustrate this work fully by 
photographs of external and internal views. 
The drawing illustrated was carefully set up 
by the architect from the same point of view 
as an existing one of the old house and park, 
so that the setting could be compared, and 
was coloured by Mr. Fred Taylor. The work 
has been carried out, under the direct and 
close supervision of Sir Edwin and his staff, 
by Mr. H. L. Lacey, builder, of Leatherhead. 


St. Hilda’s College, Oxford. 

The library forms part of the extensions 
to St. Hilda’s College, Oxford, which have 
been carried out from the designs of Sir 
Edwin Cooper, A.R.A. Over the library are 
new students’ rooms. The building will be 
formally opened in June, when we hope to 
give further details. The main contractors 
are Messrs. Foster & Dicksee, Ltd., of London 
and Rugby. 


Queen’s Hotel, Leeds 

This is the design for the new Queen's 
Hotel, at Leeds, shortly to be built by the 
London Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
pany to replace the existing hotel. It is the 
intention of the company that this shall be 
the most modern hotel in the provinces. 
Every bedroom will have its own bath, the 
air for heating the building will be cleansed 
before it passes into the rooms, and the build- 
ing will be of fireproof construction through- 
out. The planning for private or public enter- 
tainment has been most cavelelly studied. 
The front elevation to City-square will be 
built of Portland stone, 

The associated architects are Messrs. W. 
Curtis Green, R.A., and Partners, and Wil- 
liam H. Hamlyn, F.R.I.B.A. (architect to 
the London Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company). 


Blackburn Cathedral: Proposed Extensions. 

The existing Cathedral of St. Mary, at 
Blackburn, is an interesting example of the 
early Gothic revival, and was built in 1818 
from the plans of John Palmer, It consists 
of a nave, north and south aisles, a small 
chancel, and a western tower. It is proposed 
to extend the Cathedral eastwards and to 
adopt a cruciform plan with a central tower, 
north and south transepts, choir, two chapels 
and a chapter house. The slope of the site 
to the east allows a spacious crypt to be 
formed, and here the vestries will be placed 
together with a large meeting room, a small 
refectory and also the heating and_ventila- 
ting apparatus. As the design is still under 
consideration, the drawing is of a preliminary 
nature. The building will be faced with local 
stone in narrow courses with large quoins, 
and the roofs covered with copper. Intern- 
ally, dressings to ornamental features, piers 
and arches will be stone and the wall sur- 
faces plastered brick. 
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Mr. W. A. Forsyth, F.R.I.B.A., is the 
architect. 

New Nurses’ Home and Medical 
Westminster Hospital. 

The building illustrated is a combined 
nurses’ home and medical school. About a 
quarter of the area of the site is occupied 
by the medical school, and the remainder by 
the nurses’ home; it is part of the scheme to 
rebuild the whole of the Westminster Hospital 
on one site at St. John’s-gardens and Page- 
street. On the east side of St. John’s-gardens 
it is proposed to build the hospital, and on the 
west side the nurses’ home and medical 
school. The picture is a view from St. John’s- 
gardens. The building will be ‘steel-framed, 
faced with facing bricks and stone dressings, 
and will be 100 ft. high. There are about 250 
nurses’ and sisters’ bedrooms. There will be 
common rooms and laboratories, gymnasium, 
smoking-rooms and dining-rooms, with a 
kitchen on the ground floor, and lecture 
theatre to seat approximately 250. There will 
also be a museum and library. The nurses 
will also have a library, with large common- 
rooms suitable for dancing, and on the ground 
floor of the nurses’ home will be the admini- 
strative offices and main cloakrooms and lava- 
tories, together with the dining-rooms. The 
boiler house will be big enough to supply 
steam and hot water to the hospital. 

Messrs. Adams, Holden and Pearson, 
FF.R.I.B.A., are the architects, .

The German Hospital, Dalston. 

The extension to the German Hospital is 
to be built on the west side of Fassett-square, 
Dalston, and will take the form of a self- 
contained hospital block, composed almost 
entirely of one-bed wards for paying patients. 
Each ward has a wardrobe and a washhand 
basin. On the ground, first and third floors 
are placed the medical, surgical and maternity 
wards. On the third floor provision is made 
for a large delivery theatre, with a complete 
sterilising unit adjoining. The second floor 
is to be used by the nursing staff. The 
rooms on this floor are fitted out as bed- 
sitting rooms with a wardrobe and wash- 
hand basin in each. A large recreation room 
is also provided. The fourth floor is devoted 
entirely to children’s wards Each ward will 
contain about six beds, and the wards are 
partitioned off from one another by glass 
screens so that the whole floor can be super- 
vised from the sister’s room. Each floor has 
its own complete sanitary and service units, 
and bed and food lifts serve all floors. A 
roof garden for patients’ use is provided with 
flower beds and a sun shelter. The building 
is connected to the existing hospital on the 
ground floor by means of a glazed lobby. 
The new building is of steel-framed fire-resist- 
ing construction, and finished externally with 
2-in. straw-coloured bricks and steel sash 
windows. The finishes internally include 
flush doors, cork backed linoleum floors and 
coved skirtings. Terrazzo is used throughout 
tor sanitary and service rooms. 

Sir John Burnet, Tait & Lorne, are the 
architects. 


“Clare Court,’’ Judd-street, St. Pancras. 
Khe building ‘illustrated is part of the 
larger development of a site fronting three 
streets, and represents about half the com- 
pleted scheme, which will have a total of 
200 flats. ‘‘ Clare Court ’’ has been designed 
to provide for the population of London’s 
growing University, and the accommodation 
has accordingly been arranged with this end 
in view. There are two main types of flats, 
the smaller of which consists of a bed-sitting- 
room, the larger having a living-room and 
bedroom; a few have two bedrooms and a 
sitting-room. Each has its own bathroom, 
dressing-room and kitchen; rents range from 
32s. 6d. to 35s. per week, inclusive, accord- 
ing to size and position. In the basement are 
a large garage and two squash racquets courts 
for the use of tenants, reached direct by lift 
from the main entrance. Planned on the 
courtyard principle, the flats are approached 
from a well-lit corridor on each floor, served 
by two passenger lifts; there are no internal 
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areas, so that each room has a window to 
the open air. The building is steel-framed. 
with elevations in brick and artificial stone 
dressings. 

Messrs. T. P. Bennett, F.R.I.B.A.., 
Son are the architects. 


New Flower Market, Spitalfields. 

The New Flower Market adjoins the present 
Spitalfields Fruit and Vegetable Market on its 
north side. It will be 370 ft. long by 93 ft. 
wide, covered by a roof in one clear span 
without any internal supports. The whole 
site has been excavated to a depth of 
12 ft. 6 in. below pavement level, to allow ot 
a reinforced concrete basement being con- 
structed, of which 29,600 sq. ft. will be avail- 
able as storage space, to be sub-divided to 
suit the requirements of the various tenants. 
The net letting space on the ground floor will 
be approximately 20,000 sq. ft. A reinforced 
concrete roadway 20 ft. wide runs through 
the centre of the market for its entire length. 
The external elevations are carried out in red 
brickwork with a stone base and wide stone 
architraves round the entrances. The internal 
elevations are in white brickwork with buff- 
coloured brick base. There are no windows 
ia any of the elevations as the presence ot 
strong sunlight “is detrimental to the cut 
flowers. The lighting of the market comes 
entirely from ranges of north roof lights, 
which extend the entire length of the build- 
ing. A refreshment buffet nas been arranged 
on the ground floor, with an entrance from 
Lamb-street as well as from the market. The 
market has been erected by Messrs. Walter 
Lawrence and Son, Ltd., and the architect is 
Mr. Victor Wilkins, F.R.1.B.A. 

Council School, London-road, Bedford. 

This school, which is to be erected from 
the wjnning design in a recent limited com- 
petition, will accommodate 1,020 scholars, 
and has been planned for future extension, 
so that this number can be increased to 1,280. 
The building is planned axially on the main 
approach road, with a wide frontage and nar- 
row depth, leaving ample space for the play- 
ing fields to the south-east. The infants 
school is on the main axis, with the senior 
departments grouped symmetrically either 
side. The foundations will be of reinforced 
concrete beams on reinforced concrete plers 
spaced at intervals; walls of brick faced with 
multi-coloured red bricks; artificial stone 
dressings to entrances. The first floor of the 
two-story block will have a reinforced con- 
crete floor and beams; and there will be 
steel trusses to the assembly hall and the two- 
story block. Steel windows will be used 
throughout. The pitched roof will be covered 
with pantiles. There will be wood floors to 
classrooms, assembly hall and corridors, and 
granolithic floors to cloakrooms, lavatories, 
etc. Heating will be by the single pipe 
radiator system, the  boiler-house being 
planned centrally under the infants’ entrance. 

Mr. Louis de_ Soissons, S.A.D.G., 
FJR.1.B.A., is the architect. 


Proposed Church of St. Alban, Hull. 

This church, which is to form a new parish 
church in a recently developed housing area 
of Hull, has been designed to accommodate 
about 400 persons. The building has been 
based upon the “ hall ”’ type of plan, which, 
on account of its rectangular form, enables 
the building to be erected economically. The 
church will be built entirely of brickwork, the 
bricks used externally being procured from 
York, and the internal brickwork will be com- 
posed of sand-lime bricks, similar to the Mid- 
hurst_ bricks. The roofs will be timber- 
framed, the trusses being designed and based 
upon the traditional methods of medizval car- 
pentry. The roofs will be covered with red 
hand-made tiling, possibly pantiles. The 
tower will be about 55 ft. high, and will rely 
for general effect entirely upon its massiveness, 
and the simple brick treatment on the four 
sides at the top, and the large west window. 

Messrs. Milner and Craze, LL.R.I.B.A., are 
the architects.

The ‘‘ Havelock Arms,’’ Harrow. 


This house has been designed for Messrs. 
Benskin's, of Watford, to take the place of 
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an existing house of long standing in Station- 
road, Harrow, but so far the magistrates’ con- 
sent to the transfer has not been secured. 
It has been designed on traditional lines for 
various reasons, partly association, partly 
because it will meet local needs rather than 
the passing stranger. It was especially de- 
sired to keep the front shown on the draw- 
ing as quiet and unostentatious as possible. 
and for that reason there is only one entrance 
to the public bar on this side, entrances to 
the private and saloon bars, lunch room and 
club room being placed on the return flank, 
facing a private road. The accommodation 
on the ground floor includes public, private 
and saloon hars, lavatory accommodation for 
both sexes, tenant’s sitting-room, kitchen 
and offices, with adequate supervision to all 
bars and entrances. On the first floor is a 
clubroom, facing the main street, and a 
large luncheon room and_ tenant’s dining- 
room facing the side street. Bedrooms and 
ample bath and lavatory accommodation for 
the staff are provided on the upper floor. 
The external materials to be used are 2 in. 
hand-made sand-faced bricks and hand-made 
tiles, while internally there will probably be 
simply designed panelling and rough dis- 
tempered plaster. 

Mr. Hugh G. P. Maule, F.R.I.B.A., is 
the architect. 


Chiswick Court Gardens 

This block of flats to be erected in Oxford- 
road, Chiswick, comprises 280 flats in heights 
of four, five and six stories, in accordance 
with the local Council’s requirements. It is 
proposed to incorporate central heating, con- 
stant hot water, lifts, and built-in cupboards 
and bed recesses in all the principal bed- 
rooms. A swimming pool, pavilion and 
bowling green will be provided in the centre 
space and tennis courts elsewhere. The re- 
inforced concrete work is by Messrs. F. 
Bradford and Co.; lifts by Messrs. Hammond 
Bros. and Champness; the central heating by 
Messrs. J. Slater and Co., and the general 
contractors are Messrs. Wm. Moss and Sons, 
Ltd., of Cricklewood, who will carry out the 
joinery, plumbing and plaster work. Rein- 
forced concrete construction has _ been 
adopted for the frame work, foundations, and 
flooring, with brick panels and casing. The 
whole of the work is now being proceeded 
with under the supervision of Messrs. Toms 
and Partners. 

Mr. Evelyn Simmons, F.R.I.B.A., is the 
architect. 


Flats, Shepherd’s Bush. 

This illustration shows the first block of 
flats which Messrs. Gee, Walker and Slater 
are erecting at Shepherd’s Bush in connec- 
tion with a large development scheme, to 
provide low-rented flats for people working in 
the city and large stores. The accommoda- 
tion provides varying types from bed-sitting 
rooms to one, two, three and four bedrooms. 
The owners are providing all amenities, such 
as central heating, lifts, drying-rooms, squash- 
courts and tennis-courts, and in addition, there 
will be for the use of tenants a public restau- 
rant, a news theatre and, on the main 
approaches from the bridge level, shops for 
tenants, providing amenities for the people 
housed. The buildings face the south, so that 
every flat will get adequate sun and air. There 
will be no open courts, but the buildings will 
be approached from an enclosed space with 
the southern end open, in which will be placed 
the gardens and tennis courts. 

Mr. Maurice E. Webb and Messrs. Colleutt 
and Hamp, FF.R.1.B.A., are the associated 
architects. 


“ Broadwalk Court,”’ The Mall, Kensington. 

“ Broadwalk Court,’’ contains 100 flats, 
mostly single roomed, with bathroom and 
kitchenette to each. All are centrally heated 
and provided with refrigerators. Since the 
three surrounding streets are very narrow, 
the planning has provided good open courts 
around all sides of the building. The general 
framework is of steel, with floors of reinforced 
concrete and hollow tiles. The external walls 
are of brick cavity wall construction, faced 
with varied shades of red brick. All the 
balconies and dressings are in artificial stone 
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with the exception of the Roman stone dogp. 
way, and the ground story, which is faceq 
with faience.

‘“ Albany Court,’’ Regent's Park. 

‘“ Albany Court ”* stands on an island site 
at the south end of Albany Street, Regent's 
Park. The accommodation is for about 900 
flats, the majority being single-room type 
with bathroom and kitchenette, and about 19 
per cent. have two extra rooms. <A large 
number of the flats above the fourth flog: 
look westwards over Regent’s Park, and have 
access to the flat roofs. Each flat is ¢gp. 
trally heated and has its own refrigerator 
The ground floor and basement in the centra] 
block contain a swimming bath, lounge, yes. 
taurant, squash courts and gymnasium fo, 
the use of tenants. The general plan, similar 
to a Union Jack, without the horizontal 
arms of the cross, eliminates dark interna] 
courtyards and gives each flat a view of the 
street. The principal constructional materials 
are reinforced concrete for the main frame. 
work and floors with external wall panels oj 
cellular brickwork faced with faience slabs.

REVIEW 


The Spirit of London. By Paul Cohen. 
Portheim. With a preface by Raymond 


Mortimer. B. T. Batsford, Ltd. — Price 
7s. 6d. net. 
This unusual book by the author of 


‘ England, the Unknown Isle,”’ was completed 
shortly before his death. It ought to be read 
by all lovers of London as well as by those 
who want to know the city, but are still 
ignorant of its many treasures. In turn, all 
the constituent parts which go to form the 
whole of London are described and criticised 
by an observer who knew London as few 
Londoners do, and, if relevant, compared with 
similar parts in other European capitals. The 
important buildings, streets and open spaces 
of which these parts are composed are also 
described, criticised and compared. Likewise. 
the inhabitants are portrayed by one who has 
obviously studied people as well as things. 

One first reads how London came to be— 
not a long historical account of it—but the 
various influences both at home and abroad 
which went to create it. ‘‘ Every great city 
has a period,” say the author . . . ‘ which 
puts its stamp on it and determines its 
character . . . this is quite true of London, 
for London was destroyed by the Great Fire, 
and a new city rose in its stead.’”’ ‘ A very 
important factor in its development was the 
absence of any danger of attack after the 
victory over the Spanish Armada. Whereas 
the great Continental capitals remained forti- 
fied, and their growth was restricted by walls, 
painfully pushed further out from time to 
time, London would spread at ease and in any 
direction she liked.’’ Again, he says: ‘ The 
City of London is what Wren and the 17th 
century made of it.’’ The various districts 
of London are surveyed, Chelsea, Kensing- 
ton, Westminster, Temple, Hampstead, etc., 
each coming in for criticism and praise. The 
streets and the shops are dealt with, and one 
reads that ‘‘ It is quite certain that one will 
never know all London’s streets of interest, 
but there is one thing I am far less certain 
about, and that is whether the most interest- 
ing streets are not those thousands and 
thousands of no fame and no character, where 
unobtrusive little brick or stucco houses follow 
each other mile after mile, where the great 
anonymous masses live. For they seem to hold 
the keynote to the secret soul of London one 
will never know, as one never will discovel 
what are the lives . . . hidden behind theit 
Nottingham lace curtains; for London is most 
fantastic where she is least picturesque, Te 
markable or famous.”’ 

The parks, London and the Arts, the amust 
ment and night life, hotels and restaurants are 
all dealt with in turn. The final chapters deal 
with those characteristics of London an 
London life which interest a foreigner, Some 
excellent photographs illustrate each chapter 
and help to make “‘ The Spirit of London % 
thoroughly enjoyable book. 
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“THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXV.—ARCHITECTURE AND TOWN 
PLANNING. 


Srr,—Consideration of this subject necessi- 
tates 2 proper determination of the true mean- 
ing of ‘‘ architectural quality.”’ I submit 
that architectural quality represents both 
beauty and utility in all that is necessary to 
the production of public and private ‘buildings. 
Art must have appropriate environment, and 
it is the architect’s business to create or select 
one suitable to the expression of his work. 
Would a gardener display a rose in a bunch 
of onions, or graft an orchid on a cabbage 
stalk ? 

Architecture includes problems in engineer- 
ing, health, utility, economy, etc., but the 
architect must co-ordinate all these matters in 
architectural quality. For entirely satisfac- 
tory production, each stage must be so ordered 
that every effort is a definite and considered 
contribution to the final result, guided from 
inception to completion by the men who are 
responsible for the finished work. Therefore 
the necessary factor towards the preservation 
of the amenities of architecture and town 
planning is architectural quality. 

Having made a “ positive ’’ declaration, I 
will tender some facts in support. Architec- 
tural quality, as expressed by competent 
architects, has always predominated. The 
popular conception of town planning is that 
it is something comparatively new—something 
that suggests nothing more remote than 
Letchworth or Bournville. But I believe I 
am correct in stating that Hippodamus of 
Medetus is referred to by Aristotle as the first 
architect to combine the lay-out of streets and 
the general grouping of buildings with his 
work. 

In medizeval times architects carefully town- 
planned the cities for defensive purposes. 
Wren would have town-planned London after 
the Great Fire, but vested interests were too 
strong for him. Many of our well-known 
estates have been developed under the super- 
vision of architects employed by the owners, 
and here in my own town (Bournemouth) 
there is one considerable estate where the 
restrictive covenants make it necessary for 
lessees to employ the estate architect to pre- 
pare the plans for any alterations or additions 
to their properties. 

The sprawling growth of many of our cities 
during last century arose from the absence of 
ordered development. New Delhi readily 
comes to mind as a splendid example of town 
planning by architectural quality—expressed 
by Sir Edwin L. Lutyens—and another 
example is Canberra, Australia. | American 
architects have been responsible for the ameni- 
ties of town planning, a leading feature being 
the lay-out of ‘‘ Parkways’’ to the main 
toads. In Japan town planning is in the 
hands of architects assisted by engineers. 

With regard to our own town-planning 
legislation as introduced in 1909, provision for 
town planning under the influence of archi- 
tectural quality was non-existent, but the Act 
of 1932 corrects this, and details of construc- 
tion are dealt with in so far as they may 
affect the design and external appearance of 
buildings, and local authorities are generally 
inviting the co-operation of architects.

Str,—So long as the present monetary 
system governs our efforts, town planning, as 
applied to towns in being, will be impracti- 
cable. We may prevent the towns from ex- 
panding in a disorderly manner, but shall 
not, within a measurable distance in time, be 
able to replan the town itself effectually. An 
example may serve to illustrate the nature of 
the difficulties that arise. Let us take a small 
market town of, say, fifteen to twenty 
thousand inhabitants, where the proceeds of 
a penny rate will amount to some £500-£600. 
All its shopping streets are much too narrow, 
and. taken as a whole, they are ugly. Some 
of the buildings are of modern construction, 
dating back to a little before the adoption of 
a Town Planning Act and the prescription 
of new building lines. The local authorities 


cannot (or, what at present amounts to the 
same thing, believe they cannot) buy up the 
whole of the property, on even one side of 
the main street or streets, with the object of 
widening. Consequently they content them- 
selves with prescribing new building lines, 
which will only become operative if and when 
existing buildings are pulled down. The re- 
sult is that for as long as the oldest of the 
buildings can be made to hold together by 
the introduction of an internal skeleton of 
steelwork, and so escape condemnation as a 
dangerous structure, rebuilding is delayed. 
The individual shopkeepers will spend thou- 
sands of pounds in effecting internal altera- 
tions and improvements, and on refacing the 
upper and refashioning the lower fronts, but 
will not bring themselves within reach by 
pulling down when that implies setting back. 
In small towns the shopkeepers are much too 
strongly represented in the council chamber 
to be easily overridden, and finding, as they 
do, a large proportion of the rates, this is 
understandable. 

A realisation of the difficulties need not, 
however, result in a relaxation of effort. In- 
telligent control of elevations that might at 
least bring shop-front fascias and cornices 
into line, and remove the many disfiguring 
advertisements, would be a step in the right 
direction. But as you cannot even accomplish 
that much in London itself, you must not ex- 
pect too much of us who live in the small 
towns or villages. And you have little right 
te lecture us on our shortcomings, for that 
savours of the pot calling the kettle black. 
Many of the smaller towns are making some 
effort to prevent outward disorderly spread. 
If they succeed, and the main approaches to 
the towns in time become beautiful, the con- 
trast between that and internal ugliness may 
lead to further effort. The true solution, 
however, of nearly every problem that at 
present baffles us is to be found in the reform 
of our monetary system. JUROR. 


Srr,—I have read the arguments in this 
case with interest, and, after 25 years’ experi- 
ence in the building trade, I believe that the 
root of the troubles lies in the present-day 
methods of price-cutting, which is reflected 
in the quality of the design and of the con- 
struction. In his efforts to produce a £500 
house for something in the region of £300 
the contractor cuts the sub-contracts to the 
bone, which inevitably means scamped work. 
Should a slump in house-building occur such 
builders will ‘‘feel the draught’’ very con- 
siderably. Too few estimating clerks and 
clerks of works have themselves worked as 
craftsmen in order more fully to acquaint 
themselves with correct building valuations.

SLIDE RULES 


REMEMBERING the large amount of time 
that is spent daily in making calculations, 
it seems remarkable that the slide rule is 
not more generally used. It is the cheapest 
calculating machine available, and anyone 
can easily attain great accuracy in a short 
time, and carry out quickly abstruse opera- 
tions. For many years engineers have made 
use of it in their drawing offices, and in 
colleges and laboratories it is in general use, 
but there are innumerable other places where 
its use would save much time without any 
loss of accuracy. 

The opportunity of examining a new slide 
rule has again called our attention to the 
question why the slide rule should not be in 
more general use amongst computers. 

One common criticism made by occasional 
users is the liability to error in placing the 
decimal point in the result; but surely this 
objection is one of little moment, for the mag- 
nitude of the answer required must be known 
nearly enough to be able to query at least an 
estimate ten times too large or small, and in 
any case it is quite easy to calculate the posi- 
tion of the decimal point exactly, if unable 
to place it with confidence by guessing. In 
any case, such an error cannot escape detec- 
tion. We only mention this criticism in order 
to dismiss it as one of little value, when the 
rule is in use by a competent computer. 
Another difficulty is due to the compulsory 
use of the decimal division of the scales, so 
that, if dealing with money, for example, all 
amounts must be reduced to decimals of the 
pound, shilling or pence, as may be con- 
venient; and this is frequently incorrectly 
performed; but again, a few days’ practice 
makes this an almost automatic operation, 
whilst the rule will give the required 
decimals easily. 

The manufacturers of slide rules have pro- 
duced rules small enough to carry in a pocket, 
and large enough to give useful results, 
together with longer ones for desk and office 
use. Circular and cylindrical forms have 
been devised. As is well known, the scales 
employed upon slide rules are logarithmically 
divided, and in consequence quickly close up; 
hence it is frequently difficult to obtain more 
than three significant figures in answers to 
problems. The problem, then, is to lengthen 
the scales. Those in common use, pocket 
size, are usually 10in. long, 5in. for the 
waistcoat pocket; 20 in. and upwards for desk 
use. Professor Fuller’s cylindrical pattern 
has a scale about 66 ft. in length. Others 
have still longer scales, but these are special 
and comparatively very expensive. 

Messrs. Thornton, of Manchester, have 
given us the opportunity of examining 
one of their latest rules, P.I.C. No. 131, 
in which a device has been employed 
in the arrangement of the scales, which has 
the effect of opening the scales divisions, and 
giving an extra significant figure with ease. 
The rule is of the usual length, and on the 
front face, without any movement of the slides, 
i.e., using only the cursor, it is possible to 
read the squares and cubes of numbers, also 
to obtain square roots and cube roots of 
numbers. By the use of the cursor only 
reciprocals are easily found. At the top of 
the scale are the log-log-lines, by means of 
which it is easy to solve at sight such 
problems as— 

e0.224 — 1.251; e2.24 — 9.39; 

loge 9.39 = 2.24; loge 1.251 =0.224; 

or to find the value of 1.42.7 = 2.480. 

The values of loge x may be found by means 
of tables, if they are available. The values 
of e* are more difficult to obtain, not always 
being included, and when they are given 
the range is usually limited; whilst the values 
of x", when n is fractional, must usually be 
calculated, and whether n is fractional or not, 
the rule gives the result just as easily. 

This rule is equally useful for problems 
involving trigonometry. Additional scales on 
the slide marked and used in conjunc- 
tion with the D scale enable the values of 
sing and tan@ to be obtained with con- 
siderable accuracy over the whole range. 
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Casually we have just set the rule for sin 85°, 
and read 0.996; and in Kempe’s Engineering 
Tables we read 0.9961947. In the usual 
pattern rule, of the same jength, the scale is 
too close to read. And onour 20-in. rule 
there is no division marked for 85°. Whereas 
the P.I.C. 131 rule is divided so that the sines 
of each 30’ may be read. This is, we venture 
to think, an achievement of great merit. 
Simple cases of the solution of triangles 
can in many cases be solved readily, in con- 
sequence of the facility in obtaining the values 
of the trigonometrical ratios. Our mathe- 
matical readers will readily appreciate, from 
what we have said, the very wide range of 
work that this rule is capable of dealing with, 
and we have much enjoyed testing its 
accuracy, which is of very high order. 


ARCHITECTS’ BENEVOLENT 
SOCIETY 


Tie 35th annual report of this Society was 
presented to the annual general meeting, held 
on May 2 at 66, Portland-place, W., with 
the President R.I.B.A. (Sir Giles Gilbert 
Scott), in the chair. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting 
having been passed, the Hon. Secretary (Sir 
Charles Nicholson) read the annual report. 

In submitting the statement of accounts and 
balance-sheet for the year, the Council weve 
pleased, said Sir Charles, to note that the 
prosperity which seemed to be returning to 
the country was reflected to some slight extent 
in the finances of the Society. Subscriptions 
had increased by £50 and amounted to 
£1,193 8s. 9d., and £409 6s. 1d. had been 
received in donations as compared with £148 
last year. As a result of the increase in the 
Society’s income, the Council had been able 
to restore the cuts which were made during 
the past two years owing to lack of funds, and 
£1,867 5s. 6d. had been distributed in grants, 
an increase of £247 5s. 6d. over last year. 
Fourteen pensions had been paid as usual, the 
ten pensions allowed under the by-laws being 
supplemented by the three Dinwiddy annuities 
and the Henry L. Florence annuity. Other 
donations which had been received in the 
course of the year included £120 from Mr. 
H. Greville Montgomery as a special donation 
from the Building Trades Exhibition at 
Olympia, £26 5s. from Mr. Arthur Ashbridge, 
£18 2s. 5d. from the Architectural Association 
Students’ Club, £12 from Mr. John E. Yer- 
bury, £8 5s. 6d. from the Twentieth Century 
Group, and £7 7s. from the Trussed Concrete 
Steel Company. A legacy of £20 was received 
from Mr. John Coxton, and £56 3s. 4d. was 
paid in respect of the G. J. Aldous legacy, 
which was in course of realisation. The 
Council’s special thanks were due to the 
Essex, Cambridge and Hertfordshire Society 
for organising an exhibition and sale of pic- 
tures during the Building Trades Exhibition 
at Olympia in September in aid of the Bene- 
volent Society. Mr. Percival C. Blow, the 
Honorary Secretary of the Essex Society, made 
himself responsible for the success of the sale, 
which resulted in the gratifying sum of 
£102 13s. As the emergency for which the 
Architects’ Unemployment Relief Fund had 
been organised had largely passed over by the 
middle of the year, the fund was wound up 
in June and an exhibition was held at No. 7, 
Bedford-square of all the work that had been 
done under the scheme, both in London and 
the Provinces. The exhibition was opened by 
Lord Snell, the Chairman of the London County 
Council, on June 22, and attracted a consider- 
able amount of attention, the original period 
of six weeks during which it was designed to 
keep it open being extended to nearly three 
months. The Architectural Association very 
kindly gave the use of the premises free, and 
the Building Centre made a donation of £225 
to help to defray the cost. As hardship would 
liave been caused to some of the older men 
who were finding difficulty in returning to 
regular employment if the scheme had been 
entirely abandoned, the Unemployment Com- 
mittee had continued the work of the scheme 
in a modified form. 
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The Society’s Insurance Committee had 
followed up the pension and family provision 
scheme to which members’ attention was 
called last year, and had also advertised 4 
special motor car insurance policy for archi. 
tects, which had had excellent results, The 
Committee had also investigated the question 
of indemnity insurance for architects, and the 
Council strongly recommended that every 
architect in practice should take the precay. 
tionary measure of taking out one or other of 
the two indemnity insurance policies at presen; 
on the market. House-purchase insurance 
whole life and endowment assurance, accident 
and illness had also been negotiated. The 
amount received in commission for the yeay 
which had been handed over to the Benevolent 
Fund was £561 2s. 2d., the largest sum yet 
received in any one year. The Council had 
pleasure in reporting that Sir  Banistey 
Fletcher had been co-opted as a Vice-Presiden; 
of the Society. To fill the vacancies caused 
by the retirement of the senior members of 
the Council, the Council had pleasure jp 
nominating Mr. F. R. Yerbury, Mr. L. § 
Sullivan, Mr. G. E. S. Streatfeild, Mr, § 
Phillips Dales and Mr. Michael Waterhouse 


‘“‘ Although the Society’s finances for last 
year show a slight improvement over the year 
before,’ concluded Sir Charles, ‘‘ the Council 
wish to emphasise that the Society’s income 
is not yet nearly adequate to meet the demands 
made upon it. Thirty-five architects and 
architects’ assistants have been helped in the 
course of the year, and fifty-nine widows and 
children, making a total of ninety-four bene. 
ficiaries. When it is reflected that applica- 
tions are made to the Benevolent Society oniy 
when circumstances are desperate, it will be 
realised that if the Society is to be of any 
real help, grants of generous dimensions are 
necessary. The Council never turn away a 
genuine case without helping it to some 
extent, but they often have to give a smaller 
amount than they would like to give or that 
they know is needed.” 


The report and accounts were unanimously 
adopted.

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THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


Mr. H. H. Humpuries (President), took 
the chair at Caxton Hall, Westminster, on 
April 26, at an ordinary meeting of this Insti- 
tute for the consideration of a paper by Mr. 
G. H. Jack on ‘‘ The Regulation of the 
External Appearance of Buildings.’ 


PRESENTATION TO MR. G. L. PEPLER. 

At the commencement of the proceedings 
the President presented Mr. G. L. Pepler, 
who has been hon. secretary and treasurer of 
the Institute since its foundation twenty- 
one years ago, with an address and ‘a 
testimonial, which has been contributed to by 
persons interested in town planning from 
all parts of the world. The President, in 
making the presentation, read extracts from a 
large number of letters received from 
societies and individuals, and expressed on 
behalf of the members of the Institute the 
regard and esteem in which they held Mr. 
Pepler. Mr. Pepler, he said, had resisted 
their desire that he should accept anything 
apart from the address, and had asked that 
the money subscribed should be invested and 
the income used for furthering the interests 
of the Institute. 

Mr. A. R. Potter (Secretary) read the fol- 
lowing address, given under the seal of the 
Institute and suitably bound :— 

Address to George Lionel Pepler, Esq., 
F.S.I., Past-President, Honorary Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Town Planning Insti- 
tute :— 

“On the occasion of the twenty-first anni- 
versary of the foundation of the Town Plan- 
ning Institute, we, the Council of the 
Institute, on our own behalf and that of the 
members, desire hereby to place on record 
our hearty appreciation of the great work 
you have done for the Institute as our 
Honorary Secretary and Treasurer since its 
foundation. 

‘During that period you have rendered 
constant and unstinted service. You have 
been ever ready with constructive proposals.

Mr. Pepler, who mei with an enthusiastic 
reception, said he attributed any success 
he might have achieved in connection with 
the Institute to the efficient work of their 
indefatigable Secretary, Mr. Potter, to the 
co-operation of the Council and Committee, 
the loyal co-operation of the members, and, 
last but not least, to the extraordinary sup- 


port he had received from his wife. He had 
asked that the money subscribed should be 
invested and the income used to provide a 
prize of books for the most successful can- 
didate in the subject of town and country 
planning practice in the final examination. 


THE REGULATION OF THE EXTERNAL 
APPEARANCE OF BUILDINGS. 

Mr. G. H. Jack, in the course of his paper, 
said they all knew the result of uncontrolled 
building during Victorian times—and, in- 
deed, up to date. It was difficult to surmise 
what the final result of the present boom 
in building would be if Section 12 of the 
new Act of 1932 was not seriously applied. 
The authorities had hardly had time as yet 
to work out the details of their planning 
schemes, which for the most part were still 
in the early stages, and most of the building 
was proceeding under interim development 
orders. Section 12 of the Act provided that 
provisions ‘‘ may ’’—not ‘‘must’’—be in- 
cluded in a planning scheme for “‘ regulating 
or enabling the responsible authority to 
regulate tle size, height, design and externa! 
appearance of buildings.” It was greatly 
to be desired that all planning authorities 
would take advantage of the section and 
make an attempt at securing sightliness in 
the new development, and would not be de- 
terred by the probability of appeals, either 
to a Court of Summary Jurisdiction or to 
tribunals, which could be made available for 
this purpose on the grounds that compliance 
with the Council’s decision ‘“‘ would involve 
an increase in the cost of the building, 
which would be unreasonable, having regard 
to the character of the locality and of the 
neighbouring buildings.’’ He hoped this 
did not mean that in the event of the neigh- 
bouring buildings being thoroughly bad and 
possibly unduly cheap, a case could be con- 
sidered to have been made out for the con- 
tinuance of such types of building. 

In February of this year the Ministry 
issued Model Clauses for use in the prepara- 
tion of schemes, and Clause 44 dealt with 
this important matter of ‘‘ external appear- 
ance,’ and gave as one of the grounds for 
disapproving an elevation that the building 
would ‘‘ disfigure ’’ the locality. 


What is a “ Disfigurement ’’? 

This raised the very debatable point as to 
what was a disfigurement? They were at 
once challenged to define what they meant 
by amenity, beauty and sightliness. The 
opponents to their conceptions instanced 
cases of architects and artists being the chief 
disputants as to what was and what was 
not beautiful. Some, for instance, extolled 
Epstein, others execrated him! Who was to 
judge? While it was certainly difficult to 
dogmatise on matters of taste, the majority 
of people (and he included the untrained) 
could be relied upon in a _ general way to 
distinguish beauty from ugliness. He saw 
some time ago a definition of amenity in 7’he 
Times newspaper, viz. :— 

‘* All the mere decencies of life, which a 
century and more of muddle and laziness 
has deluded us into regarding as new and 
fancy notions.” 

The Town Planning Authorities, if they 
decided to safeguard their areas from dull- 
ness and monotony, to say nothing of offence, 
must acquire the strength to wield this 
effective weapon which Section 12 had placed 
within their grasp. Neither the Act nor the 
Model Clauses gave any lead as to how 
the section was to be operated. It was, he 
supposed, assumed that the borough sur- 
veyors, the official architects and the town 
planning officers would find a way; and in 
large communities like the county councils 
and county borough councils trained advice 
was available and sufficient for the purpose. 
But there were many areas where the 
authorities expected surveyors and engineers 
to give architectural advice, and no body of 
people knew better than his old colleagues 
the borough and county surveyors that 
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architectural training was absolutely essen- 


tial where esthetics were concerned. If al! 
the plans and elevations of buildings which 
were submitted were conceived by architects, 
the task of the officials would be greatly 
lightened; but he was told on responsible 
authority that 90 per cent. of the plans were 
prepared by persons who laid no claim what- 
ever to architectural training. A type of 
building which was now going up by the 
hundred was the type which could be most 
readily sold to the town dweller; and when 
the townsman retired to the country he 
insisted on a house of exactly the same kind 
being erected in his new environment, to 
which it was entirely unsuitable, and thus 
the infection of the large towns was fast 
ruining the countryside. The question of the 
durability of the houses which were being 
erected at such low cost, or should he say 
attractive prices, had hardly emerged; but 
he was convinced that the time was not far 
distant when the purchasers would see little 
difference in the amount of their repayments 
and their bills for repairs.* 

How to Define Amenity. 

He was aware that the character of the 
houses now being erected both as regarded 
their sightly external appearance and dura- 
bility varied enormously. It was good, 
indifferent and bad. The views of archi- 
tects. builders, councillors and householders 
varied in the same manner. No wonder the 
authorities were tardy in defining their line 
of action in such a confusing situation. They 
knew well enough that there was not and 
could not be any fixed standard of ‘‘ good 
taste’? and consequently, if the plans sub- 
mitted were not outrageous they passed 
them, and at the worst they said the new 
houses were as good as. or better than, the 
old ones. The safe and easy course, then, 
was: (1) For the authority not to enforce 
Section 12; or (2) to agree that, provided the 
new houses were much of the same character 
save in the colour of the roof—let them pass. 
There was a fear that if they decided to 
disapprove they would be charged with in- 
creasing the cost of building. The right, if 
more difficult, course was to: (1) Obtain the 
very best advice as to the types of building 
which would not disfigure the district 
but improve it; and (2) to discourage in 
every way flimsy and unsightly building, even 
to the point of definitely refusing to allow it 
at all costs. The Ministry of Health recog- 
nised the value of the Panel Organisation— 
‘if’? Local Authorities and private de- 
velopers would make use of it. He could say 
quite definitely that in the counties of Bucks, 
Berks, Oxon, Hants, Gloucester and the Peak 
District great advantages had been reaped 
from the trained assistance the Panels had 
given. At the present time there were about 
30 Panels in existence in England and 
Wales, consisting of architects, builders, 
landowners and local authority representa- 
tives. They were working with varied suc- 
cess. It had been found that in the majority 
of cases the area covered by each Panel 
was too large, and just recently the whole 
scheme had _ been reorganised by _ the 
C.P.R.E., with the help and close co-opera- 
tion of the Allied Societies of Architects and 
the Builders’ Institute. The extended 
scheme was briefly as follows :— 

The Architectural Societies had agreed 
with the Central Panels Committee to set up 
in each county or part of a county a mixed 
Advisory Committee (architects, builders and 
others). This Committee would create and 
keep in touch with small executive bodies, to 
be known as ‘‘ Area Panels,’’ which for the 
most part would consist of fully trained 
architects who would volunteer to give any 
local authority or private developer the 
benefit of their advice, in co-operation with 
the officials, in the matter of the examination 
of elevations of buildings submitted with 
a view to making Section 12 effective. 

This meant that British architects had 
made a most generous gesture as a proof of 
their earnest desire to help the cause of

sightly building and regard for amenity in 
town and country. Their supporters on the 
Advisory Panels were equally enthusiastic, 
and if only the local authorities and their 
officials would realise the valuable offer 
which had been made, not only would much 
good result, but much public and private 
money would be saved. The good work of 
some private developers was, of course, fully 
recognised. For instance, at a meeting in 
London in July, 1934, reference was made to 
a Cheshire estate where the owner refused 
any assent to build unless the plans and 
elevations were examined and approved by 
his advisory architect. He banned yellow 
or glazed bricks in elevations, and insisted 
that half-timber work must be properly 
framed and not sham. If only more owners 
would follow this lead! Many did not be- 
cause they could not afford to pay a whole- 
time eochitact. The panel scheme would 
provide equally good advice free. 


DISCUSSION. 

Mr. S. C. Ramsey, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the author, said it did not help 
much to hurl abuse at the speculative 
builder who provided the houses—they had 
to try to improve his production by all the 
means at their disposal. Another difficulty 
arose through the confusion of good con- 
struction with bad design. He knew hun- 
dreds of houses which were excellently built 
but badly designed. They might console 
themselves with the thought that the wpe f 
built house would not last long, but the well- 
built but badly designed house would last. 
In the country the problem was twofold— 
one that of preservation and the other the 
creation of standards of beauty which would 
solve the requirements of town dwellers. He 
did not think the problem was beyond the 
abilities of designers. He was a firm be- 
liever in the panels. The difficulties were, of 
course, enormous, but he did not know that 
they were greater than those which con- 
fronted the doctors when in the nineteenth 
century they undertook voluntary duties in 
connection with the hospitals. 

Mr. H. G. Griffin (Secretary, C.P.R.E.), 
in seconding the motion, referred to the point 
raised recently at Orpington as to the diffi- 
culties arising by the placing of small bun- 
galows amidst houses of large size. It was 
said this caused depreciation to the pro- 
perty. He thought it was for the planning 
authorities to collect actual facts and figures 
about these things and present them to 
the planning department of the Ministry of 
Health. Difficulty had arisen also in Lan- 
cashire with regard to hen cabins. The 
poultry-keepers mentioned that these were 
agricultural buildings, but he did not know 
who was going to test that. 

Mr. R. G. Lovell said he served on the 
panel at Orpington, and the point was 
whether bungalows and the ordinary normal 
villas should be grouped. The panels were 
confronted with four difficulties. In the 
first place, the Institution of County and 
Municipal Engineers saw no advantage in 
them, and if the Ministry held an inquiry 
and decided against the local authority that 
meant an end of the panel. Then it had 
been stated that an architect giving his ser- 
vices voluntarily on a panel was in a fiduciary 
position and could not undertake any work 
for the local authority, and finally, when a 
town planning expert was appointed to a 
definite area, he invariably wiped out the 
panel. 

Mr. S. Pointon Taylor said it could not be 
taken as a general idea that an architect 
serving on a panel was in a fiduciary position, 
and he thought the other points raised by 
Mr. Lovell were not very important. His 
experience was that the builders welcomed 
the suggestions made, and the work was 
becoming easier because when these things 
were pointed out to the builder as being 
objectionable they were not repeated. After 
all, what they had to get into the heads of 
the builders was that design was a matter 
of proportion : a matter of putting the right 
door and the right window in the right place. 

Lord Crawford referred to houses built by 
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a local authority in regard to which after 
three years it was found that the cost of 
repairs exceeded the rent received. He 
would like local authorities to realise more 
than they did the risks and dangers they 
were running from not taking adequate 
advice from outside. They were not taking 
the precaution of consulting persons who were 
qualified to give advice and were pre- 
pared to do so. He thought as time went 
on they would come more and more to realise 
that the panel system was a precaution. 

Mr. T. F. Thomson (Witney) expressed 
the view that there should be closer associa- 
tion with the R.I.B.A., some members of 
which perhaps did not fully appreciate the 
work being done by the panes. 

The President referred to the work being 
done by the Civic Arts Advisory Committee 
at Birmingham and _ regarding building 
generally said he thought in that city they 
had succeeded in improving the design of 
villas. 

The resolution was carried and Mr. Jack 
suitably replied. 


THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


The Housing Bill. 

WHEN the Standing Committee of the House 
of Commons which is considering the Housing 
Bill resumed its work after the Kaster Kecess, 
debate took place on a new clause, moved by 
Sir R. Gower, to provide that the inquiries 
ordered by the Minister of Health should be 
held by an independent person not in the 
employment of the Government or of a local 
authority, and that any objector who had 
appeared at the inquiry should be entitled to 
obtain, free of charge, a copy of the report 
furnished to the Minister. 

After discussion, Sim D. SoMERVELL, 
Solicitor-General, said it was important to 
bear in mind what the report of the inspector 
was. It was not a judgment; it was advice 
tendered to the Minister by the person hold- 
ing the inquiry. ‘The object of the activities 
of the person holding the inquiry should be of 
the greatest possible assistance to the Minister 
in arriving at his decision ‘The question was 
whether that object would be better attained 
by making the communication to the Minister 
public or leaving it confidential. The answer 
must be that the greatest assistance would be 
obtained from the person holding the inquiry 
if the communications which he made to the 
Minister of Health were confidential. By 
confidential reports the Minister got a more 
informative report than he would get if the 
reports were to be public. There were strong 
arguments on both sides of the question, but, 
keeping in view the object of the whole pro- 
cedure, that the Minister should get the 
maximum use of the opinion of the inspector 
on what he had seen and heard, the Govern- 
ment felt that the weight of argument came 
down on the side of non-disclosure and of the 
present procedure. 


a new clause was negatived by 28 votes 
to 5. 

Mr. H. Wittiams moved the insertion of a 
new clause to provide that no contribution 
should be made by the State towards building 
schemes promoted by local authorities if the 
Minister of Health was not satisfied that 
materials of United Kingdom or British 
Empire origin were used as far as possible. 

Mr. SHAKESPEARE, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Health (Norwich), said 
everything was being done administratively 
to achieve the purpose of the new clause. 

The new clause was withdrawn. 

Mr. A, C. Bossom moved a new clause to 
require local authorities to employ registered 
architects to design and superintend the con- 
struction of houses and blocks of flats erected 
by the authorities. He said it was estimated 
that between 500,000 and 1,000,000 houses 
would be erected under the new legislation, 
and it was desirable that some attention 
should be given to the design of the houses. 
It was of no use to say that the Town Plan- 
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ning Act would help in this regard; dreary 
rows of uninteresting houses were being 
erected by many local authorities, and if they 
were not given some guidance from the 
Ministry of Health they would continue to 
erect such houses. 

Str Hinton Younce said it was fully recog- 
nised by the Ministry of Health that it was 
desirable that over as wide a field as possible 
the professional architect should be employed 
in designing the buildings contemplated under 
the Bill. That was constantly the policy of 
the Ministry in administration. But when it 
was sought to impose a legal obligation that 
a specified category of architects were to be 
employed in all cases, it was going too far and 
too fast. Local authorities had strong objec- 
tions to the proposal, because it would knock 
out the services of a substantial number of 
officials whose qualifications from the archi- 
tectural point of view no one would doubt, 
but who would be excluded from the category 
mentioned in the new clause. 

Sir P. Harris said the Minister of Health 
was encouraging the employment of unquali- 
fied men who were good surveyors but were 
not qualified as architects. 

The new clause was negatived. 


Basemer:t Dwellings. 

Mr. Lyons asked the Minister of Health 
if any recent investigations had been made 
into the number and character of basement 
dwellings in various parts of London; and 
whether he could state the conclusions reached 
or representations made in the matter. 

Sir Hitton Young said that, according to 
returns obtained by the London County 
Council last year from the Metropolitan 
Borough Councils, there were in London 
20,108 underground rooms habitually used for 
sleeping purposes which were deemed unfit for 
human habitation within the meaning of 
section 18 of the Housing Act, 1925. As 
regarded the latter part of the question, 
clause 71 of the Housing Bill now before that 
House was designed to extend the powers of 
the local authorities for dealing with basement 
dwellings. 

Housing Specification. 

Mr. G. Hicks asked the Minister of Health 
whether he would institute legislation en- 
forcing an obligation on all persons selling 
houses built after an appointed date to supply 
a general specification of the property to all 
purchasers. 

Sir Hmton Youne said that while he fully 
appreciated the object which the hon. Member 
had in mind, he was not satisfied that legis- 
lation on the lines suggested was necessary 
or desirable, or, indeed, that it would provide 
a satisfactory means of affording protection 
to purchasers of houses, 

Building By-laws. 

Mr. Hicks asked the Minister of Health 
whether a strict injunction was now being 
laid on the local authorities to enforce exist- 
ing by-laws whose purpose was to provide 
safeguards against the erection of insanitary, 
unhealthy and jerry-built houses. 

Str Hitton Youne said that local autho- 
rities had a duty to enforce their by-laws, and 
he had no reason to suppose that there was 
any negiect of this duty. He was always pre- 
pared to inquire into any cases in which it 
was alleged that a local authority had not 
taken appropriate action. 


Ribbon Development. 

In the House of Lords, Lorp Lonpon- 
DERRY, Secretary of State for Air, introduced 
the Restriction on Ribbon Development Bill. 
The object of the Bill is to provide for the 
imposition of restrictions on development 
along the frontages of roads; to enable high- 
way authorities to acquire land for the con- 
struction or improvement of roads; to extend 
the powers of local authorities as to the pro- 
vision of accommodation for the parking of 
vehicles and as to the prevention of inter- 
ference with traffic, and for purposes 
connected with the matters aforesaid. 

The Bill was read a first time. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 


R.1.B.A. Maintenance Scholarships in 
Architecture. 


THe R.I.B.A. offer for award in July 
the following Maintenance Scholarships in 
Architecture, tenable from October 1, 1935 :— 

(a) An R.I.B.A. Maintenance Scholarship 
of a maximum value of £100 per 
annum.

The parents or guardians will be 
required to furnish particulars, on the proper 
form, of their financial position.

The clos- 
ing date for the receipt of applications, duly 
completed, is June 17, 


Registration Council: Maintenance Scholar- 
ships in Architecture. 

The Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom offer for award in July, 
1935, two Maintenance Scholarships in Archi- 
tecture. The scholarships will consist of a 
grant for the payment, in whole or in part, 
of the school fees and necessary subscrip- 
tions, instruments, books, etc., and, when 
necessary, a maintenance allowance not to 
exceed as a rule £100 a year. The scholar- 
ships will be renewable from year to year 
until the student has finished his or her 
school training. They will be available for 
students of British nationality who could not 
otherwise afford such training to enable them 
to attend architectural schools approved by 
the Council. The scholarships will be avail- 
able both for students who have already 
begun their training and for students wish- 
ing to begin their training. They would not 
normally be granted to students under 17 
years of age. Particulars and forms of 
application may be obtained from the Secre- 
tary to the Board of Architectural Educa- 
tion, Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom, 18, Abingdon-street, West- 
minster, London, 8.W.1.

University Scholarships. 

The Manchester Education Committee offer 
a limited number of scholarships and exhibi- 
tions tenable in any one of the three years’ 
full-time day courses leading to the degree 
of Bachelor of Technical Science (B.Sc.Tech.) 
at the Municipal College of Technology 
(Faculty of Technology in the University of 
Manchester). Candidates for Scholarships 
must have passed, or hold exemption from, 
the matriculation examination of the Joint 
Matriculation Board of the Northern Univer- 
sities and must also be qualified to enter 
upon a higher course. The scholarships will 
be open to part-time day or evening students 
in the College and others whose parents are 
ratepayers of the City. In the event of there 
not being sufficient Manchester students 
qualified to enter upon a higher course, and 
only in that case, the committee may offer

Damp Penetrating through Cement 
Rendering.

Srr,—If hair-line cracks have developed in 
the cement, the only remedy would be to 
wash off the lime colouring and then allow 
sufficient time for any moisture to dry from 
the cracks. Some cement wash should then 
be applied to the whole of the cement face, 
at least two coats. Instead of the lime wash 
previously used, it would be best to use some 
waterproof cement paint of the desired colour. 
This treatment would effectively seal the 
cracks and would not be liable to break away 
after, as a coat of cement rendering might do.

Soundproofing External Wall.

Sir,—Soundproof plaster would not 
materially deaden the sound of a ball banging 
on a wall. Probably the cheapest and most 
satisfactory way would be to apply a covering 
of steel sheet mesh, such as is used for rein- 
forcing purposes. This could be painted to 
give the desired colouring effect. This would 
greatly deaden the impact of the ball against 
the wall.

Specialist’s Work: Loss of Profits. 
[Answers TO ‘‘T. H. R.,’’ May 3.] 
Srm,—Your correspondent “T. H. R.” 
challenges the reply of ‘‘ Lex ”’ on this ques- 
tion. With an experience of 50 years in the 
building and contracting business to support 
me, I beg leave to join issue entirely with the 
opinion expressed by ‘“‘T. H. R.”’ If a 
properly priced-out bill of quantities—contain- 
ing items billed in the ordinary way and 
priced by the builders at rates carrying profit 
—is omitted, and the work given to a 
specialist contractor, then in common justice 
—to use ‘ T. H. R.’s’’ words—the builders 
are entitled to any profit they may have in- 
cluded in their rates for the work in question. 
I do not think any surveyor would dispute 
this well-established principle. J. A. D. 


Srr,—With reference to the replies of 
‘* Lex’? and Geo. Norman to ‘‘ Shef’’ re 
p.c. and provisional amounts, I would point 
out the following :— 

Under the R.1.B.A. 1931 Form of Contract : 
The contractor is entitled to a 24 per cent. 
cash discount on all p.c. sums expended for 
work supplied and fixed direct by a nominated 
sub-contractor and 5 per cent. where goods 
are supplied by a specialist firm and fixed by 
the general contractor; thus, contrary to the 
statement of Mr. Norman, p.c. sums apply 
to firms other than the contractor supplying 
or supplying and fixing goods. 

The contractor is entitled to receive these 
discounts on all p.c. sums expended, whether 
the same be paid direct or not, if they form 
a part of the original contract amount—this 
anomaly showing, in my opinion, an ex- 
tremely weak point in the framing of this

clause of the 1931 R.I.B.A. form. <A man is 
entitled to a so-called cash discount even 
though he may never handle the payment of 
the account. 

As to the problem set by ‘‘ Shef,’’ whilst 
the work is not part of a p.c. sum amount, 
I am of the opinion that if payment for same 
passes through the hands of the general con- 
tractor, then he will be entitled to receive 
a 25 per cent. cash discount plus any ex- 
penses incurred by him for attendance upon 
the specialist contractor. 

I am also of the opinion that the specialist 
contractor cannot be classed as an “ artist or 
tradesman,’’ and finally, that the contractor 
has no claim to loss of profit on work which 
he does not execute. ArtTHuR K. Smiru. 

Srr,—lIf this was a contract upon the 
R.I.B.A. or similar form, the employer is 
entitled to omit or add works to any reason- 
able amount without vitiating the contract 
and also empowered to employ specialists. 
The contractor is not entitled to claim for loss 
of profit upon variation deductions.

necessary to coat the buried ends with creo- 
sote, but in the case of soft wood it is advis- 
able to do so on account of the amount of 
moisture which is absorbed by the wood before 
the concrete has set.

The Setting of Lavatory Pans.

Srr,—If any settlement occurs, breakage 
of some part will result. Where settlement 
cannot be totally avoided or where there may 
be some little vibration, an elastic closet 
cement should be used for the joints, as this 
will permit a slight movement without break- 
ing either the joint or anything connected to 
it. The movement it will permit is only 
limited, and where settlement is to be ex- 
pected inspection should be made frequently 
so that if it does occur the lavatory can be 
wedged underneath so that all the strain is 


taken off the joint and earthenware parts.

LAW REPORT 
Kina’s Bencu DIvIsION. 
Before Mr. Justice FinutAy and Specran Jury. 
LIBEL ACTION AGAINST R.I.B.A. AND 
ITS SECRETARY SETTLED. 


The Incorporated Association of Architects 
and Surveyors and others v. Royal Institute 
of British Architects and another. 
This action, which was brought by the In- 
corporated Association of Architects and Sur- 
veyors (of 43, Grosvenor-place, §.W.), Sir 
Edwin Lutyens, R.A., Sir Robert Tasker and 
Major G. B. J. Athoe (the secretary of the 
Association) to recover damages for alleged 
libel, was in the list for hearing before Mr. 
Justice Finlay and a special jury on Tuesday, 
May 7, when Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., who 
appeared for the plaintiffs, said the litiga- 
tion arose out of a letter which was written 
in 1933. Mr. Norman Birkett, who appeared 
for the defendants (the R.1.B.A. and its secre- 
tary, Sir Ian MacAlister), continued Sir 
Patrick, and the plaintiffs’ legal representa- 
tives had advised their respective clients that 
in the interests of the profession it was 
obviously desirable to settle the litigation. He 
(Sir Patrick) was glad to say that that advice 
had been followed, and that mutual explana- 
tions had been made and accepted in the 
matter. He was pleased to say that the liti- 
gation was now at an end, and they asked 
that the action be withdrawn on the terms that 
no costs were to be paid by either side to the 

other. 

Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., said he con- 
curred in his learned friend’s statement, and 
on behalf of the defendants approved of the 
settlement arrived at. 

His Lordship expressed his approval of the 
settlement, saying he was of opinion that the 
parties had been well advised. 
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HOUSE DRAINAGE AND SANITARY PLUMBING—XIX 
By J. R. TAYLOR. 


UNDERGROUND DRAINS. 

THE one-pipe system of drainage presents 
the designer with some difficult problems in 
respect to the arrangement of the internal 
piping, and having overcome them, and 
reached the point where the connection of the 
soil pipe to the drain is to be considered, he 
is by no means at the end of his troubles. 
Much will depend on the construction and 
arrangement of the underground portion of 
the drain or drains, and the installation will 
not be completely successful unless much 
thought is given to this portion of the work. 


The Sewer. 

Before any other steps are taken, it ls 
necessary that the sewer be considered not 
only in respect to its depth, but as to its 
capacity and suitability. In many town- 
ships, rural areas, and in some villages, 
sewers have in the past been constructed 
with insufficient regard for probable ultimate 
load, with the result that, during heavy rain 
storms, water backs up the drains, in 
some cases to such an extent that stretches 
of road are flooded. The full extent of this 
mischief is not always realised, for high water 
storm level may be below natural surface 
level, and the fact that drains are nearly full 
is not then visibly demonstrated. The point 
that the designer has to keep in mind is that 
should the back-flooding reach a point near 
his soil pipe, or to the connection, or for a 
short distance up the soil pipe, there is a 
danger of back pressure of such intensity 
being set up as to force the trap seals. A 
simple example will make this matter clear. 
Air can be expelled from a bicycle tyre pump 
without much effort when it is not attached 
to a tyre valve, or in any other way impeded. 
If the nozzle end is cut off, the pump rod 
lifted ready for a stroke, and the barrel held 
vertically, the piston and rod will sink under 
their own weight, and expel air. If, then, 
the open end is stopped up, a partial stroke 
can be readily made, but a point is soon 
reached where the resistance is so great that 
much force is required for any further travel. 
We may now connect up two short lengths of 
piping low down in the pump barrel, one 
representing the anti-syphonage or pressure- 
release pipe, and the other, when suitably 
bent, a trapped waste. They will be of about 
half the diameter of the pump barrel. which 
will represent our soil pipe. Proceeding as 
before, but at first very gently, and with an 
open end, we can complete a stroke without 
disturbing the water we shall have placed in 
the trap. A more rapid stroke, even with an 
oven end, might displace the water in the 
trap, and a rapid stroke with a closed end 
would eject the water with some force. But 
to get nearer to the actual conditions that 
would be set up in a soil nipe, we should 
require other: and more delicate apnaratys, 
for, in a soil pine, full-bore piston-like dis- 
charges occur only at intervals, and for short 
distances: but nevertheless. with a_ water- 
logged drain, such compression of air could 
take place as to force the trap seals. It is 
within the writer’s experience that with a 
choked drain. water has been ejected from a 
ventilated ground-floor closet trap. by reason 
of a pailful of slops being quickly emptied into 
an unstairs closet; but there was some reason 
on that occasion to snppose that water had 
already, for a short distance, hacked un the 
soil pipe. In many districts where sewers are 
inadequate, and carrv both sewage and storm 
water, the ends of soil nipes do become 
temporarilv waterlogced. To such sewers it 
would he dangerous te connect up a one-pipe 
installation. 

The next point requiring consideration is 
whether the bv-laws demand that an inter- 
cepting trap shall be fixed, and if so, how 
far awav we can place this, having regard to 
the limitations of the site. The writer is 
convinced that nine out of ten of all drain 
chokes (excepting only those that occur in 


branch drains to outside water closets when 
flushing tanks are out of order) originate in 
the interceptor. If the intercepting chamber 
be near the soil pipe, and receive no branch 
drains, it is obvious that should a choke take 
place the soil pipe will be water logged. And 
if the choke be only partial, that is to say, 
will allow liquid to pass away slowly but 
will retain solids, it may, in the case of 
small houses, be a long time before the need 
for remedial measures is discovered. In the 
case of small installations this provides a 
sound reason for disconnecting the ground- 
floor sink waste; for an overflowing gully 
does provide a warning, or at least becomes 
so much of a nuisance that the builder would 
be called in. If, however, the drain is to 
carry storm water, as well as soil, there will 
be other gullies at which overflow may occur. 
But all things considered, the writer would 
not adopt the one-pipe system where the local 
by-laws require that an interceptor shall be 
used. 


Drain Sizes and Fall. 

In Article I of this series (THe BurLper, 
January 11) we gave some consideration to 
drain sizes, and determined that a four-inch 
drain, laid at an inclination of one in forty, 
would adequately meet the requirements of 
small houses, even where storm water had to 
be carried in the same line of drains. It has 
been demonstrated that, on the one - pipe 
system, a soil pipe of three-inch diameter 
would deal with the discharges from two 
water closets, a bath, a sink, and several 
lavatory basins, without being subjected to 
overload; but the writer has expressed a pre- 
ference for three-and-a-half inches for this 
pipe, and has accepted the recommendation 
that a taper increaser bend should be used to 
connect up the soil pipe to the drain. One 
other point that crops up in the L.C.C. 
Kevised Drainage By-laws related to this con- 
nection may here be dealt with, By-law 9, 
section (c) lays it down that when more than 
one fitment discharges into a soil pipe: ‘“‘ A 
trap ventilation pipe shall, where the vertical 
distance between the invert of the outlet of 
the lowest trap connected with the soil pipe 
or waste pipe and the invert of the hori- 
zontal pipe or drain into which such soil pipe 
or waste pipe discharges, or is connected, is 
less than ten feet, be continued downwards 
and connected with (1) the soil pipe, waste 
pipe or drain at a point not less than nine 
inches and not more than two feet below the 
invert of the lowest branch soil pipe or waste 
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pipe connection, with adequate means oj 
inspection at the point of connection, or (ii) a 
manhole in the line of such drain.” It is 
only because this requirement involves a 
change in practice that might be overlooked, 
that we quote it, and the accompanying dia- 
gram sufficiently shows what is intended. 
In certain circumstances it might be a little 
difficult to draw a fine distinction between a 
horizontal soil pipe and a drain, but that 
need not now concern us. 

If a 34 in. soil pipe is adequate, then pro- 
vided the drain does not carry storm water, 
a 4 in. drain must be adequate. But in 
such a case we might with advantage increase 
the amount of fall, with a view to securing 
a more rapid discharge and more vigorous 
scour. For drains on the disconnected system a 
fall at one in forty for a four-inch drain gives 
the best average results in regard to self- 
cleansing velocity, because im _ separated 
branches the discharge from some fitments 
would give a very shallow depth of flow, and 
there would be long intervals between the 
discharges. A more rapid rate of travel, with 
shallow flow, would result in solids being left 
behind. But a drain receiving all the dis- 
charges through one pipe would derive benefit 
from the bath discharges, which would carry 
no appreciable amount of solids, and would 
continue for a sufficiently long time to have 
a cleansing value. Where circumstances per- 
mitted, the fall might with advantage here 
be increased to one in thirty for a four-inch 
drain, with a view to pushing forward any 
foreign bodies that have made accidental 
entry, before solids have accumulated behind 
them. 


Connecting Rainwater Drains. 

Ordinarily, on the disconnected system, 
when the sewer carries both soil and storm 
water or, as it may, perhaps, preferably be 
called, surface water, economical considera- 
tions dictate an early joining up of all the 
drains in the principal manhole. But on the 
one-pipe system it is advisable to defer the 
junction as long as is reasonably desirable, 
with the object of reducing the likelihood of 
back pressure. On a small installation, how- 
ever, there is no need to exaggerate the im- 
portance of this point. Providing the drain 
does not fill with back water, or in other 
ways become choked, that is to say, provide: 
the final discharge is into the upper part 
of otherwise unoccupied sewer, through a free 
running pipe, dangerous back pressure will 
not be encountered. But if the flow of storm 
water be such as to occupy the whole of the 
pipe below the junction, it is as though a 
temporary stoppage had occurred at that point 
and it is desirable that room should be left 
for the soil pipe discharges, which must either 
displace or compress air. The ideal would be 
reached were the drains so sized that after 
each junction there was a very small increase 
in size, but that is not feasible. On a cramped 
site with short drains it might in some cases 
be desirable to put in a drain of one size larger 
from the sewer to the point at which the 
storm-water joins the soil drain. In respect 
to this, it does not seem to be widely known 
that five-inch pipes are obtainable and are 
stocked by some makers.

HOUSES FOR 
“UNDESIRABLE TENANTS ” 


“(an the ‘ Undesirable Tenant ’ be Trained 
in Citizenship?’ Dr. A. K. Chalmers, a 
former Medical Officer of Health for Glasgow, 
and Sir John Mann, Director of Contracts for 
the Ministry of Munitions during the War, 
are responsible for a document, of consider- 
able importance in view of the present slum 
campaign, which has been issued on the autho- 
rity of the Housing Committee of the Cor- 

ration of Glasgow, answering this question. 


Dr. Chalmers states that judging from his 
experience a very large proportion of the in- 
habitants of slum areas willingly and cheerfully 
react to the improved conditions provided by 
rehousing schemes, but there is the “ refrac- 
tory’ group, who need different and special- 
ised forms of treatment. He takes the view 
that contingent on the progressive reduction 
in the number of houses in slum areas “the 
emergence of those displaying incorrigibly 
anti-social habits will be thrown into greater 
prominence.” 


Under the Slum Clearance Act, the defective, 
the diseased, the inefficient, the indifferent, 
the vicious, the criminal and the simply dirty 
tenant are to be driven out of their former 
haunts. Dr. Chalmers believes that Parliament 
has provided local authorities with powerful in- 
struments for educating the indifferent tenant 
in surroundings and under conditions which 
will stimulate instead of paralysing his sense 
of responsibility. 


In his view the entry of the young child 
within the domain of administrative super- 
vision by doctors and nurses and _ health 
visitors, has supplied the most powerful single 
instrument in social reform. A large propor- 
tion of parents who have ill-treated their 
children in Glasgow occupied dwellings in slum 
areas. Dr. Chalmers raises the question of such 
persons and other undesirable tenants being 
moved to a special type of building where they 
would be required to submit to certain regula- 
tions for promoting cleanliness, respectable 
living, order, and punctual payment of rent. 


No one, however, has hitherto suggested any 
method by which the ‘“‘ incorrigible,’’ who is 
to occupy such simplified houses, is to be 
selected. ‘‘ If he voluntarily surrenders him- 
self as a penitent, willing to reform, provided 
he gets a chance in a specially designed house, 
he is scarcely incorrigible. If the selection is 
imposed on him by authority he will be likely 
to resent it. But if his instincts or habits 
mark him out, as in repeated failures, to re- 
spond to improved surroundings, he selects 
himself as requiring special consideration.”’ 

Dr. Chalmers suggests that instead of in- 
corrigible families being drafted into a 
specially designed type of house with others 
of like habits, the personal and family history 
of the parents, their training and _ habits, 
should first be inquired into and analysed by 
the educational psychologist, the police, and 
the psychiatrist, In short, the undesirable 
tenant should be examined by a clinic for the 
study of social biology. 


Sir John Mann praises highly the results 
obtained in Glasgow owing to the visiting of 
all families in re-housing schemes by women 
sanitary officers and trained nurse inspec- 
tresses. He writes that: ‘‘ The results are 
beyond belief, and are worth careful study. 
Along with other evidence they have convinced 
me how baseless were the fears I entertained 
Many years ago that the great majority of the 
slum dwellers would degrade and destroy any 
new houses to which they were transferred.”’ 

® urges, however, that there should be an 
extension in Glasgow and elsewhere of the em- 
ployment of trained women to inclade the full 
Octavia Hill system, i.c., the letting of the 


houses, the collection of rents, and ordering of 
Tepairs, 


. The conclusion arrived at by Sir John Mann 
is that obviously the further the attack on the 
slums is pressed forward the more the “ un- 
desirable ”” section of the slum dwellers will be 
disclosed and driven “ into the open,’”? and 
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therefore, the greater will be the need for in- 
tensive management of their houses and control 
of their conduct. ‘‘ In their cases habits are 
of greater importance than habitations—con- 
duct more crucial than cash.”’ 


JUBILEE FLOODLIGHTING 


Ar a luncheon of the Electric Lamp Manu- 
facturers’ Association, held last week, some 
interesting facts were given in connection 
with the floodiighting for the King’s Silver 
Jubilee. Mr. W. J. Jones, manager, 
E.L.M.A. Lighting Service Bureau, said he 
estimated that the electric load for flood- 
lighting would exceed 50,000 kw., or suffi- 
cient to supply the whole electrical needs of 
two towns the size of Leicester and Ply- 
mouth, or sufficient to light up half a million 
homes. The principal national buildings will 
be floodtighted from Jubilee Day, Monday, 
May 6, until Sunday evening, May 19. The 
floodlighting would be switched on at 9.30 
p.m. each day and would continue until 12 
midnight each day. The floodlighting of 
Buckinghamt Palace would  conciude’ on 
Saturdav evening, May 11, and that of the 
Horse Guards Parade on Sunday evening, 
May 12, on account of preparations for the 
‘*Trooping of the Colour.’’ New electric 
lamps giving spectral colours at high effi- 
ciency were being used for the first time on a 
large scale. For example, the red brick of 
Hampton Court would be flooded with red 
light, while the Horse Guards Parade and 
the wings of the London County Hall would 
be bathed in a bluish tint. A round dozen 
spires of Citv churches would be lighted, 
and these. together with the dome of St. 
Paul’s and the figure of ‘‘ Justice ’’ on the 
O'd Bailev. should present an outstanding 
picture viewed from either Waterloo Bridge 
or the top of Parliament Hill, Hampstead. 


Hammersmith Bridge, Hampton Court 
Bridge, and many of the other river 
bridges would be especially illuminated. 


While in the City, the visitor should inspect 
the floodlighted pictures snecially drawn by 
the Slade School of Art: denicting outstand- 
ing historic events. The pictures were in- 
stalled on either side of the railway bridges 
at Ludgate Hill and Queen Victoria Street, 

Mr. C. H. Cox. of the Flectric Lamp 
Manufacturers’ Association, said that until 
four years ago floodlighting was looked upon 
by most people as a subiect of academic in- 
terest. Many commercial undertakings had 
discovered its potentialities before that time, 
but the nation as a who'’e knew of the great 
possibilities of that method of illumination 
only after the grand-scale demonstrations 
given on many of London’s famous build- 
ings during the International Y!umination 
Congress held in Great Britain in Septem- 
ber. 1931. All the exnerience gained in the 
1931 floodlighting experiments, together with 
the new techniaue which had since bee 
evolved. would be utilised in floodlichting for 
the Jubilee, and for the first time in the his- 
torv of the world a nation as a whole was 
using floodhghting throughout the length and 
breadth of its Empire. He felt he must pay 
tribute as far as national buildings were 
concerned to the enthnsiastic support of His 
Maiesty’s Office of Works, first of all in 
making the floodlighting possible; and, 
secondly, assisting to ensure that the flood- 
lighting was dgnified and in keeping with 
the famous historical buildings with which 
it was associated. 


The Village Smithy, Newton Longville. 

The 800-vear-old village smithy at Newton 
TLoneville. Bucks. has been demolished. Its 
fate was the subject of a controversy which 
lasted more than a vear. The smithy was 
situated in the middle of the village where 
four roads meet. It was a small structure. 
about 35 ft. long, and was half-tiled and half- 
thatched. According te tradition, it was 
founded when the church was being built in 
the twelfth century in order that workmen 
might have their tools sharpened.
